THE MILITARY JDDAS. 

London, April 2. — The revelations in re- 
gard to the treaclicry of KiUvanl HoMeii, 
formerly of the I'.oyal Ko^'iiicers, who is 
aliowii to havn betrayed the plans of the 
f(u tilic:atioiis at Malta anil Gibraltar to 
Fiance, have cansed llio biggest fright that 
tlio British War Utfice has seen in a genera- 
tion. Tho authorities have tho letters 
whicli passed between llolden and n 
Frencli agent named Poiuct, showing 
that tho plans of Malta liad been 
sold and those of Oibraltar were about 
to be handed over when Holdea was arrested. 
Holden obtained his lioowledge of tho plans 
while serving as a draughtsman in the (jov- 
ernnient service. There is no doubt 
that tho description of every fort, every 
battery and every gun in the Island of 
Malta lias been given to Franco, and tliat 
the latter has now in its [jO^.TUssion the most 
ample particulars in rc:^';ird to the arma- 
ments of all the defences ,if tlio huge fort- 
ress. According to the I'oinet letters, it 
would appear that various siiina of money, 
amounting to about £l.")l), were remitted at 
ilill'ereut times in conformity with the bar- 
gain. Tlie risiilt of all this is that the 
Uritish Clovernnieiit has resolved to make 
changes, at great expense, in the fortiliea- 
tiiins at Malta, as the loss of timt fortress, 
in ease of war with Franco, would involve 
the transfer to the latter power of the point 
of control of tho Mediterranean. 

DIVOItCE IN mr.II LIFE. 

Mr. dill, the well known lawyer, went to 
I'an, this week, to take evidence in the case 
of Lord l[,)waril Dewalden's petition for 
divorce from liis wife, who has also lirought 
a counter .suit. .Some time ago Lady 
Dewalilen ap|)licd for a jnilicial separation 
on account, of crticl treatment, but the 
matter was arranged out of court. The 
present suit, it is said, involves charges of 
ipiite a dillerent character from those in 
tho former case. 

THE ©CELPn FirSD. 

The aaecessful settlement of the long 
pending Guelph Fund question, has been 
due in great measure to tho intervention of 
Queen Victoria, During tho Emperor's visit 
to Osborne in tho autumn of 1800, Her 
Majesty appealed to his chivalry to en- 
deavor to elTect a compromise, which was 
due 111 justice to the ex-(Jiieeii of Hanover 
and her daughters, who had borne poverty 
through nearly ,i score of yeiirs through no 
fault rjf theirs. Ailditiomil weight was lent 
to this argunicul b}' an interview which 
was arranud between the Empress and 
Trineess Frederick, of Hanover, who 
has only been kept from iictual want 
tlirough tho liberality of (^luccn Victoria, 
The i''.mporor Wiis very much impressed, 
and llieii decided to solve the ijuestion. 
That this has not been scciimplishcl sooner 
is, to do tho I'anperor justice, no f,i,ult of 
Ins: but must be put down to the reluctance 
of the Dnke of (,'nniberlaiid to imhlicly ac- 
knawleilge the Kinperor us sovereign of 
Ifanover. About two weeks ago it was 
considered very doubtful whether tho Duke 
could be brought to do so. Then the 
"Landcs Director," of Hanover, Uaron Von 
Heintiiorstoii), who liad been a trusted 
friend of the late King, stepped into the 
brcwch, and managed to persuade tlio Duke 
to abi,le by the im-vitalilo.

'I'ho Kaisi'r is saiil to b,: dee'ply .iggrii-ved 
by a remark made ill the Keiclistag by Herr 
Kiohtcr, tl:,' great lea,l.;r of the Kadiciils, 
who went so far as to poke fun at His Ma- 
j'•.^ty in the vole f,)r a griuil to sii|i|ircss the 
rebel chief, WiUiol, in Siiiitliwcst Africa.

he considers it his divine mission to ste.d 
cattle; be steers his own eour^^e, aii-l l-.i' 
holds that any one who docs noi agree with 
him in Southwest -Xfrica hail better shake 
the dust of that country otf his feet." 

Sl'Mi.w's |i|;MiiN--Tli.\TION. 
The unemployeil workmen with tho co- 
o|)eration of a sprinkling of .Socialists, have 
liei;n tor several days past, arranging to 
make a tlemonstration, to-morrow, designed 
to call atteiilion to their unsatisfactory con- 
dition. They propose to parade in large 
numbers, and about oOO of them will leave 
tho proccBsion when it roaches St, I'aul's 
Cathedral, and go in to hear what Dean 
(iregory has to say lo workingmeu, who 
cannot, they -claim, got work. Tlie Dean 
has promised to preach a special sermon to 
then). The Dean was asked to review the 
parade, but declined, and even 
tried to dissuade the men from 
parading on tlio Lord's Day at all. 
The worliiiigmen wlio are not working, are 
very obtrusive just at jireaent. A delega- 
tion waited upon the l.onl Mayor to-day, 
and suggcsteil that Ihe h. tils of tlie great 
Loiiduii (joiiip, lilies, which are chielly nliliz- 
ed for banijUrls lield by the wealthy mem- 
bers of the (luilds, ho converted into labor 
beaiircaiiH, and also :uiy city funds that 
might lie lying around loose should be used 
ill the p;ircli;tse of land in the country, 
whetc Ihe atorcsaid iiiieniployed lunilil be 
turned out to griiss, so to sjn-'ak. His honor 
blandly proinisek to consider the proposals.

as free to express suspioion that tho sudden 
activity of this class is Btimulnted by a 
desire to take advantage of the reigning 
dyiiatiiite scares to sscure concessions from 
timid ollicials and citizens. It is alleged by 
tliese unsyiiipathetic people that the "un- 
employed " form a permanent organization 
of blaokiiiailers of society, and that thoy 
found this occasion moro profitable and 
ogreoablo t ban will k would be. The pre- 
sent obstreperoiisneas of the unemployed ia 
undoubtedly due in a very large 
measure to tho activity of .Socialist 
agitators, and tlie latter in turn 
are influenced .largely by events in 
Paris and elsewhere on the continent. But, 



while it is doubtless a fact that many who 
iiins(|uernde under tho guise of labor r.ro 
frauds and cheats, it ounnot bo denied, on 
tho otlier liund, tliat real distress among 
wortliy people c.Niata t-i a deplorable degree 
not only in London, but in other parts of 
England. This is especudly the case in the 
mining and iron niaaufaeturing districts, 
wliere the miners' strike has caused wide- 
spread suffering. At least !20,000 people in 
Yorkshire are

and dependent upon the generosity of tlieir 
more fortunate fellow beings in the diU'erent 
walks of life. '^I'he ilistre."s anioiig the iron 
workers of the Clevebind district is ho great 
that a general apjieal to the public has liteu 
issued, in tlu; hope of averting starvalion. 
The determination of the Durham miners, 
as shown by the results of their ballot, to 
eonlinno tho strike, is a sore ijlow to the 
destitute tbousiinds of operatives, whose 
hands are idle and mouths einptj' on ac- 
count ot the stoppage ot tlie coal mines, of 
the iron works, and tho myriad industries 
of the region. While so many native 
worUnieii liiid it iiniiossible to obtain 
employment, I ho sad lot of iinrnigrauts who 
sectc the iiospitablu shores of Kugland in 
their flight from famine and oppression in 
other lands can well be imagined. The 
squalor and misery among these .classes in 
London and other large cities is indescrib- 
able. Starvation is common and suicide not 
infrequent, Tho distress which prevails in 
some of the mining pits in England ia 
nearly paralleled by that existing among 
tho Westphalia colliers. Many of these jiils 
arc kept in operation only four hours daily, 
and others are sliut down entirely owing to 
ack of orders. 

TIIK KAI.SKK's CONDITION. 

It is learned on the most indisputable, 
almost oiBcial, authority that, during tho 
sojourn of the Emperor William at Chateau 
Hubertus, an operation was performed on 
his ear by Professor Esnmroh. An incision 
was made in the tympanum of his right ear, 
and a small silver tube was then inserted in 
such u manner as to make the matter run 
move freely. The ojieration was a tliorough 
success, the Kmperor being freed from pain 
and becoming strong as soon as it 
was over. An operation of tho same 
kind, but without a deep incision, luul 
already been mai'o at Kiel, while the 
l-",mperor Wiis on his trip lo Norway, ami 
explains why he kept himself secluded on 
board the vessel for eitdit day.s. In tho 
same way his strict seclusion at tho Chateau 
llurbertus can be iiccouiited for. Atone 
time the elTiision of matter was accompanied 
by pain which was hardly endurable; but 
before it began to flow freely bi.s auU'ering 
became so grcit that his mind appeared to 
become afTected, and another operation was 
necessary. All this is interesting news 
in view of the late political crisis in Ger- 
many.

Mklhocknk, April 2. — Some new and 
important evidence linking Deeming with 
tho murder of a woman, has come to light.

However, under orders 
they auppresseil the revolt, disarmed 
tho rcvol\cr8 and ca«.t tlieiii into jirisoii.

Orrwv.f, April 2. — No appointment to the 
position of Lieut, (lovenmr of British 
ColuniLi.i. will be m.ulc until after the ses- 
sion.

Ho stated that strong representations had 
been made to lum in favor of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Mara, and that thia week a 
petition, extensively signed, reached liini 
from residents of Nanaimo, slrongly urging 
thai Senator \V. J. McDonald be appointed. 
Tho oflicial aunonncciueiit of the Govern- 
ment's intention not to do anything for the 
present will doubtlcsaaet the matter at rest 
for some weeks.

H.M.S. Warapite, the llagship and the 
pride of the North Paoitic squadron, is once 
more at her anchorage in Esquinialt harbor, 
and all is bustle And animation about Vic- 
toria's pretty naval suburb in consequence. 
The llagship has been gone five months, 
cruising in Southern waters, but tho time 
has passed but slowly, few incidents of in- 
terest varying lha monotony of shipboard 
life. 

During her absence, the flagship has been 
crui-iing principally off tho Chilian coast, 
ivhile a few days ashore were allowed Jack 
aid his mates at Acapulco, Magdalena Bay, 
where drilling was tlie order of tli'; daj', and 
Santa Barbara, tho last port called at. In 
Chili, all is ipiict — the calm after the 
storm. Business has been reinstated on a 
linn basis, and the country is apparently 
little injured by the recent revolution. 
I'olitics are, of course, still a trille unsettieil, 
but the recovery of its general health by the 
passionate little republic shows that it has 
a good strong coii.st itution. 

'Pile Champion was met in .\capulco, and 
loft there liy the llagship when she sailed 
North. Captain St. Clair was intending to 
leave port on March 17, for l''squimalt, 
moving up mider easy siul, so the Champion 
need not be looked for for several days yet. 
H.M.S. Garnet had not yet relieved the 
Nymphe, so the date of the latter's arrival 
at headquarters is very indefinite. II.M.S. 
Melpomene will he here shortly, her year 
South being completed. Both Champion 
and Melpouiene go into dock in the course 
ol the next few weeks; the Warspite needs 
no repairs. 

Contrary to the expectation of many, the 
early return of the flagship is not duo to 
tho Adniiral's having received any special 
instructions hearing on the Behring Sea 
ipiestion. Admiral llotluim in talking to a 
Colonist re])resentative ahout tho cruise, 
yestord.iy, disposed of all Murinises upon 
this point. He said that the intention was 
to have gone to Ilonolulu befnii; returning 
to EHi|uimalt, but having information that a 
hircc party of supernnmcries would arrive 
during .Vpril at Es(|uinialt, and hearing so 
much through the papers of the 
prospect of a renewal of tho mwlii.H 
rirciiili, he hail sailed for British Colum- 
bia direct. The despatches awaiting him 
here contained no reference to tho Behring 
Sea matter, and the future movements of 
the squadron are not definitely decided. As 
far as is known, none will go to the Sea, 
though it is possible that tho Warspito is 
here nefore important advices for the eom- 
mander of the lleet. 

The llagship had no accidents, .big or 
little, during the cruise, and tho roughest 
weather met with was between Santa Bdr- 
bara and homo. The galo was a furious ono, 
but the good ship stood it like a rook, a 
little disarrangement of things on deck be- 
ing the sum total of tho misonief done, To- 
day visitors will be permitted to conio on 
hoard ; to-morrow coal will bo received ; 
and, on Wednesday, tho ship will go out f6r 
tiring exercise, returning about Saturday. 
Tho gentle llama is still the pot of tho ship, 
and ia in good health and spirits, consider- 
ing that tho trip just over was an excellent 
promoter of iiinl tie im r.

Shave. 

The steamer Mystery, which returned to 
port, last oveniiit;, brought further news of 
the sealers, with tho good tidings for those 
who have relatives or friends aboard the 
Penelope, that her lost boat and crew are 
all safe and well. The aohoouer Reatrice 
was reported on Friday by the Maud S., 
a little north of Clayoquot, with 90 skina 
and tho boat and boat's crew of the I'ene- 
lopo aboard. They were picked up in an 
almost miraculous manned, in a lieavj- fog, 
almost starved, but worth a dozen dead 
men. All tlirtc men had been given up for 
lost. 

Tho Mystery on arriving at Port >Saii 
,Iuaii, found in the harbor tho Minnie, no 
skina; tho Annie C. .Moore, lUO skins, as a 
result of twenty-six day's sealing, and the 
Fawn, empty handed. The Minnie has 
been waiting lor over a month for Indians, 
and her while hunters have been sconfiiig 
the coast for them, but for some reason not 
far to seek, they have not been oblaincil. 
Some busy bodies have been at work ainoiig 
tho natives for months, and scared them out 
of their wits with stories about the gun- 
boats. All tho vessels have found it u great 
difUculty to get Indiana to oven do their 
transporting and shipping of stores at the 
various points. 

From Port San .luaii the Mystery went to 
Uculct, pasaing on the way the Urenda, 
which had attcinpled to got up to San Juan, 
but, owing to wind and swell, had to put 
out to sea again. .She had no skins. 'I'he 
Annie C. Moore came out of port imme- 
diately after the steamer. 

Uculct was reached at noon, ami an- 
chored there were fonnd the Wiiiiired, 
Hanson, 10 skins ; l.orealis, (lillespio, .SO 
skins; i<03ie_01seii, Kcefe, — skins; Mary 
Taylor, Harris, l.'iO skins ; Favorite, Mc- 
Lean, — skins ; Wamlcrer, Paxton, — 
skins; Misi hief, Petlit, 2S skins; and Au- 
rora, Macdonahl, — skins. 

After discharging freight and supplies, 
and after roughest part of the whole trip, 
Clayor|Uot was reached. There were found 
tho lollowing : Annie Paint, l.'iU skina; 
.Maud S., 18.') ; Victoria, '-'O ; Geneva, 270|; 
Teresa, S3 ; May lielle, 1?" ; Sea Lion, -IT'J: 
City of San Diogo, 7'-; Carniolite, I'JO; 
Pioneer, 'JO ; C. 11. Tuppor, ;jOS. l^iglit 
hundred akina were shipped with the Mys- 
tery out'of this lot, and 200 sent up in the 
Pioneer from Uculet. 

Captain Riasett, of the Annie E. Point, 
and Captain MoKeil, of tho Maude S., came 
down with the Mystery, and will accom- 
pany her back to-morrow. 

Going out of Uculet, the Mystery bad in 
tow tho Rosio Oleson, and attaohod to her 
the Mary Taylor, hanging on by a 2J inch 
line. It was blowing groat guns, and ther 
waa a fearful sea as they passed out through 
the reefs and breakera. Just aa they got 
outside the .Mary Taylor> parted with a 
violent jerk and fell astern, almost into the 
reefs. It was imposaililo for the steamer 
with tho Olesen in tow to go to her assis 
tance, and as (luiek as lightning the Taylor 
got sail It]) when just on the reef. The 
wind lilied her, and she slowly drew oil 
from tho dangerous position clear of the 
rocks. It waa a narrow escape, and had it 
not been that Captain Harris, who ia looked 
upon aa the amartust navigator of the lleet, 
was aboard her she would have been on the 
rocka anil to piecea for a certainty. When 
tho Mystery cleared out of aight sho waa 
standing well olF to sea.

To Fill tbe Seat at the CoiinoU Board 
Kesigufid l)y Mr. J. 0. 
Devlin. 

Mayor Beaven and Several of the 
Aldermen Express Their 
Regret. 



The apeciul meeting of the City Council, 
called for yestorduy morning to receive aud 
ooasider AM. DevHo's resignation, opened 
with a bare quorum compoaed of Mayor 
Beaven, Aldermen Styles, Hunter, Humber 
and McKillican. No time \\raa wasted in 
getting down ^ business, and wUl'.in tbe 
Srstquarler ot an hour the n;nminder of the 
Board dropped in— first Aid. Lovell, llien 
Aid. flail, and then Aid. Mima and Baker. 

The Mayor explained tho object of the 
meeting. Said he: " I have asked you to 
moot mo hero this morninf; in couscqiionce 
of action taken by Mr. .7. C. Devlin. I 
think it was on Thursday last tint lio tele- 
phoned to uic that he was goinf; to rcaign, 
and, .speaking to him through the telephone, 
I advisod bini not to take tlic atep ho was 
contemplating. 1 lUuU'r.stnod liini to suy 
that ho would do notliing until ho .saw nu- 
however, 8i)oakiny throuL'.h tho tclfpono, 
ono in liable not to caN'h what is said cor- 
rectly. I was uousiilcralily surprised, the 
sanio afternoon, when I sav.- iu the paper 
an item slating tint Aid. Djvlin liad tend- 
ered his resigiialiou to tlie Mayor. On 
rcaehiiiL' my ollico I found the letlor of 
resignation awaiting nio, it liaving been 
placed in tho hands of tho city clerk. The 
letter reads:

GENTLEME.v,-In view of tlio probable disas- 
trous rosulis to tho oil y intorcst.s likuly to fol- 
low a continuation of the pri'sent diindlock over 
tho apnointnienl of a ciiy engineer, and realiz- 
inK that, ns a menibor of ihu Council, I liavu 
acted consistently in tho matto): of \>t:iim a 
partv to I ho election of Mr, Tuck lo that ini 
portant olUoc, and aflcrwaids ni.antainiTij,'lli il 
till' niiiuitus regarding unr prooeedinK'S at tho 
said elect ion should ho adopted as a correct 
record of tlm procccdinns of t ho Council, before 
takinu' further stcrs toward conaidcriuK the 
propriety of Mr. Tuck'sappolntnu'iit, Ifcel that 
the city's interests demand a speedy sclilcnient 
of present dill'erences of opinion. With that 
object in view, and foolin); that 1 cannot con- 
siatontlr rocodo from my past position, and bo- 
liovlng I am acting in tho city's iul orest, I am 
satisfied my present cours<! will In a measure 
aflbrd the relief so much desii i'd by all.

" Xothing further remains for us to do," 
continued tlie Mayor, " than to call a new 
election. I regret very inuuh myself that 
Aid. Devlin sliould havo taken iliia slop : 
be has sliowii himself an hoiiorublu and 
energetic man ; a useful member of the 
Board." 

Several aldermen joincil with tbe Mayor 
iu expressing sorrow at losing Aid. ])evlin 
from the Council, and liis action was com- 
monied upon as a most unusual thing in 
Victoria, not liaving had a parallel in 20 
years. 

The clauses in tlio ifunicipalitics Act 
touching on the subject in debate were read 
showing the inability of tlic Council to do 
any thing but accept the resignation. One 
provision of the Act is that unless tho 
Council cause an election to \>a held within 
10 days of a vaQsncy occurring, such an 
clectluu may be ordered by the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council, and it the Government 
did noL act in the premises tbe seat remains 
vacant for tlie renuiimler of the term. 

In reply to Aid. .Styles, the Mayor again 
informed the Council that they could neither 
accept nor reject the resignation. All that 
the Board had to do was to arrange for the 
necessary election. 

M.-vvoii I'k.wkn proceeded to draft the 
required resolution, and the Council re- 
solved itself into an impromptu conver- 
sazione, (iioC'issing the Di iard drains, .lubi- 
lee Hospital finances and a number of other 
subjects, in an entirely iiifornud way. 

Finally His Worsliip annoiinced his task 
cmipieted, and it was niovid hy Alil. .Mc- 
Killican and Hunt(u- " That the iiominaliou 
of a candidate to lill the vacancy in tlie 
City Council caused by the resignation of 
Mr. .1. t'. Devlin bo held on .Satni-.lay, the 
ninth day of April, IS!1l!, from I'J o'clock 
noon until '2 p in., at tho Council ('hiunbtr, 
City TJall, and the polling, if any, al the 
City f lail on tlie :ird day succcoding tliat of 
the narninatioii, and that notice tliercof b..' 
given by publication in the dailj' piipcrs of 
the city anil by nolicei po.sleil on ihe bulle- 
tin boards at the City Kail, and otlier places 
nanieil in secticjii 11 of the .Municipalities 
Act, KSyi; 

"That Mr. William King Bull be hereby 
appointed the returning officer to hold the 
• election and to act in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipalities Act, 1891, 
and the Elections' By-Law." 

There was no debate upon the reBolution, 
which was unanimously tulopted. 

The spect-'il buMincss mpiiring attention 
being thus disposed i;f, the IJourd adjourned, 
though the members remained for a short 
time dlscn.saing the matter of assisting the 
Jubilee Hospital, in a manner which will 
probably be decided upon at tho uext regu- 
lar Council meeting.

THE McLEOD CASE. 

Tho Times ia disgusted with the findings 
-of both the majority and the minority of 
■the special committee in the MoLcoJ case. 
3t ia, if anything, harder on its friends, 
Messrs. Cotton and Kitchen, than ou its 
opponents, Messrs. Baker, Hall and Croft- 
"\Ve are a little surprised that the Times has 
■not yot learned th%t men can diger with it 
ia opinion and still be honest, sensible and 
■independent. It is very foolish of it to 
-apeak of tho majority of the committee as 
'the slaves of the Leader of the Cloverment, 
jKJSsessinR neither wills nor conseieucca nor 
miiula of their own. No ono, with a particle 
of common sense, would seriously assert 
that Col. Baker, Mr. Croft, and Mr. Hall 

■ would, in a matter of business, say and do 
'what they knew to bo foolish and wrong 
just to please Jlr. Robson. The supposi- 
tion ia too outrageously absurd to be euter- 
jfcained for a single moment. 

5[t was quite as unjust and quite as sense- 
less to assert that Messrs. Cotton and 
Kitchen were influenced by the Leader of 
»the Government to come to the concluaion 
'6hey did, and that they went ont of their 
•way to do Mr. Mi;Leod a gross injustice. 
■\Ve have no doubt that the tivo gentlemen 
'honestly endeavored to come to an impartial 
•decision in the matter, and we have no 
reftson to conclude that they had any pre- 
judice against Mr. McLood. It is a little 
Jtnore likely that tho Times has formed in- 
■correct and prejudiced opinions on tho sub- 
ject than the nienitersof either the majority 
or tho minority of the committee. 

We can understand how persons friendly 
. to the late Principal of the Hi^h School and 
. -wtio wished him well, viewed with regret 
••the course he saw fit to pursue witli regard 
to tlic examination papers, and foresaw that, 
f fjcr-siatcd in, it would only result in 
miking it impossible for him to occupy a 
po.'iition uuder tho authority of the Council 
of Instruction. We, therefore, do not find 
it difficult to see how members of the Com- 
tnittee who were predisposed to take a 
lenient view of Mr. JiIcLeod'a conduct, 
found, after they liad heard all the evidence, 
.that it was impossible for him to continue 
hi.'i connection with tho department of Kdu- 

■ cation. The finding of the minority does 
xnot surprise us in the least ; we are rather 
.surprised that, since there was so slight a 
difFernnce of opinion between them and the 
majority, they did not draw up a repo/t 
vwhich they could all conscientiously sign. 

M'c have no desire to fight the battle of 
the Bohools over again. We believe that 
the stand we took was the right one ; that 
£f our advice had been taken and the course 
"we pointed out followed, the unpleasantneas 
■would have by this time been almost forgot- 
ten, and that there would have been no 
filcLcod case to be investigated by a com- 
jnittee of tho Legislature. 

A NEW ROUTE NORTH. 

tDaptain William Moore has a very high 
■opinion of the resources of the Yukon 
country. He has been there and he knows 
a, great deal about it. Oold, be believes, is 
to be found in that region in abundance, and 
although it is so far north tho soil is fertile 
and tho climate such that a large proportion 
of the food of the miners can be raised there. 
This Land of Ophlr can now bo reached 

i' only by a circuitous and a dangerous route. 

' 'IThe carriage of the limited quantity of 
■good.s and provisions that can be packed 

■ over that route ia at the enormous rate of 
•25 cents a pound. This iSj of itself, a most 
formidable obstacle to the settlement of the 
■country or to the working of its mines. But 
Capt. Moore has found a way of making the 
resources of this rich country avaiUblo. lie 
has diacovercd n route, chiclly by water, by 
■which tho distance can be greatly shortened 
and tlio cost of carriage correspondingly 
<Ie(;rcaKcd. ]!y hia route [the distance will 
be live hundred miles instead of five-thous- 
and, and the cost of carriage three cents a 
;pouud instead of twenty-fiye cents. 

Cjpt.,Mobre must not be Jpoked upon as 
.» mere immwc. He is," on the' contrary, a 



practical man. It was he who diseovored 
the route to Cassiar, and what he says 
about a short out to Yukon, should there- 
fore be heard with respect. We may say 
in passing that practical men are apt to 
pnoh-pooh the theories and schemes of men 
whom they condemn as mere visionaries. 
It sometimes happens that those " vision- 
aries " are men wiio arc ahead of tiioir time, 
and the theories and tho plans which prac- 
tical men laugh at and declare to bo im- 
possible are, perhaps after the man who 
devised them ia dead and almost if not alto- 
^'ether forgotten, found to bo not only 
jinaaililc, but in the highoat degree valuable. 
The worlil owes more than it ia willing to 
acUnowleilgo, to its dreamers, or as some 
men coarsely call them, it's "cranks." 

This scheme of a shorter way to the ox- 
trcnie Northern [Kirts of tho province, 
sIkuiKI bo carefully considered by the 
authoritiea. Capt. Moore should bo en- 
C()nrag(Hl to go on with hia explorations, 
and to perfect hia scheme. It should, when 
completed, bo submitted to the judgnieut of 
the men who know most about the subject, 
whether Ihoy live in this province or in 
Kastern Canada, and if it is found to lie 
practicable, the route should bo opened up 
without any needless delay. 

XOT AT ALL SURI'h'IS/XG. 

Tho Miniator of Marine and Fisheries has 
informed our Ottawa correspondent that 
"tho interim report of the Royal Commis- 
sion on the British Columbia salihon Osh- 
erica bear out, in a largo measuro, Mr. 
Wilmot'a ropdrt of lust year." Kvory ono 
who attendtnl tho meetingu of the Conitnia- 
sion could hiivo safely foretold that thia 
would have been the cose. It was abun- 
dantly evident from almost everything that 
the Chairman, Mr. Wilmot, said and did, 
tliat his main olijeot was to fiiul proof to 
aubstanliate that report, and '.;o obtain evi- 
dence in favor of bis preconceived opinions. 
To judge by hia manner and his language, 
Mr. \Vilniot came to British Columbia to 
impart instruction, not to gain information. 
He is, evidently, in bis intellectual make- 
up, and in bis dispo.sition, a true Bourbon. 
He can learn nothing ami he can forcjet no- 
thing. It is greatly to be regretted that so 
important an industry as that of the British 
Columbian salmon packing should be to any 
appreciable extent at the mercy of u man so 
intellectually hide-bound as the Chairman 
of the Fishery Commfssion. 

It seems to us to bo not exactly fair to 
the aahnon fishers and canners, or respect- 
ful to the third Commissioner, the Hon. 
Mr. Iliggins, to take action on Mr, Wil- 
mot's report before tho Department knows 
what are the conelusious at which Mr. 
Higgins has arrived. That gentleman 
differed very materially on some points 
from the Chairman, while the euquiry was 
going on, and hia opinion ;a considered by 
experienced fishermen and canners here, 
entitled to quite as much respect as is that 
of Mr. Wilmot. But Mr. Wilmot has the 
ear of tho Department, and its course, it 
appears, has been decided upon before Mr. 
Higgins' report has even been received. Of 
course, the Department bus power, and can 
act as Mr. Wilmot dictates, and the canners, 
whether they are justly or unjustly treated, 
will have to submit. They were most un- 
willing that their interests should be placed 
in Mr. Wilmot's bands. They protested 
against his appointment as Coniniiaaionor, 
and now that ho baa returned to Ottawa, 
the Minister of Marine has immediately 
decided upon tho course he intends to take. 
We do not know what the canners think of 
this treatment, but we have very decided 
opinions on tho subject. 



FINE WniTINO. 



The New Weslmin.iter Columbian has 
evidently been spoiled by tho notice taken 
of it by the Legislative Assembly. Its self- 
imjtortance has been wonderfully increased. 
It would have its readers believe that its 
publishers are the Hampdens of British 
Columbia, who are withstanding the tyranny 
of uuHcrupulous and corrupt riders. In its 
endeavors to show how patriotic it ia, its 
atyle has become loftier than over, and its 
drafts on the dictionary are dangerously 
heavy. Here is how it concludes a crush- 
ing article on the "Epidemic of Boodle": 

"On top of all this, we now have tho Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia, in utter dis- 
recard of the warnings which the experi 
ences of other adniinislrationa throughout 
the Dominion are so well fitteil to impart, 
impudently attempting, in tlii.H free pro- 
ince, to put in force .Meri.-i> rlle metbods 
againat tlie last bulwark of the riplila and 
liberties of the p'.^ople — tlie frcM aiul inde- 
pendent [uea.H. This liigli-liandcd attempt 
itself, at HI) iru)pportuiiu a time — wlien 
tliere is more ueeil, pcrhap?, than at any 
other time in the liistory of tlie Can.uliau 
[)eople, that the free and independent 
Iiress from tlie Ivisl to tho West should 
speak freely and unmistakably a^iaiiist all 
manner of ])oliticid replilism, bad goveru- 
ment, and subversive Icgialaliou — consti- 
tutes a most suspicious and omiuoua cir- 
cumstance, and uugurs the very worst 
things for the future political purity of the 
Province. Much better, particularly at 
such a time as the present, when, in a free 
luid fearless press appears the only salva- 
tion for the country as against the flood of 
political corruption and unsorupulousneaa 
that threatens to submerge it, that ^ tho 
press should be too outspoken, If possible, 
than that it should bo reduced to a mere 
sycophantic machine that should only dare 
s(|ueak when the Grand High Russian Cen- 
sor pulled tho strings. The people, if they 
value what is still loft of their rights and 
liberties, will sit down on the Government's 
latest Siberian dodge so bard that you 'nay 
hear tho bones crack." 

This is fairly anniliilatiug. No institu. 
lion can withstand attack.-) of thia kind. It 
is with fear and trembling that we whisper 
the hint tliat our awe-inspiring contempor- 
ary is barking up the wrong tree. It ia not 
the Government of British Columbia which 
is attempting " to put in force Mercieritc 
methods against the last bulwork of tho 
rights and liberties of the people — the free 
and independent press, " but the Legislative 
Assembly of the province. The Govorn- 
mont, in this matter of calling the Colnni' 



bian to account for what it published about 
tho Private Bills Committee, only count for 
so many members of tho Assembly. It is 
the Assembly that the Columbian has libell- 
ed, and it is tho Assembly, through its 
Xpeakcr, that calls the Messrs. Kennedy to 
answer for scandalous libel and contempt. 
If the Columbian persists in accusing tho 
(iovorninont of forcing " Mercieritc methods 
against tho press," tho public .will be under 
the necessity of condemning it as, either 
ignorant or malignant. It certainly will 
not plead guilty to igno: aiice, so all that 
remains ia to act down its pcraiatenco in 
attributing the press prosecution, to the 
Government) to malignity. 

If our contemporary would condescend 
to come down to plain facta and give the 
public one single instance of "political cor- 
ruption" and "political reptilism " wo 
would understand it better, and aynipatbiao 
with it more deeply. What aro tlie specific 
acts of cdrruptiou whioli it inviii){h<i against, 
and who have committed them ? A prosaic 
uiatter-of-faot public wants tho accuser of 
our publis men tn give tho partioulari^f the 
olTciiees which it declares have been com- 
mitted. Fine M ritin^ .such as we see in the 
Cobiinhian — a specimen of which we have 
given— is charming, but it ia not evidence. 
No matter how much it delij;lit3 people to 
read it, they oonnot condemn individuals 
on vague tliough eloquent generalities. 
Who are tliii corruptinnists, tho po.Utical 
reptiles, the suljvertcra of legitilaliuii ? 
if there aro any such in our Honae of 
Aasemb'.y lot the Columbian tell the world 
who they are. When it does so it can lay 
claim to possessing the courage of its con- 
victions, but if it can do nothing more than 
say that cuir legislators are totally dejiraved 
and desperately wioted it will not tiu mucli 
to gain for itself tho reputation of being 
either tearless or independent, and will not 
go far towards effecting the reforms 
which it declares to be necessary. 



AN EXHOIITATION. 

The Montreal Star advises the Liberals 

to be frank, and to let tho people of tho 
Dominion know whether or not, since it has 
been defined by Mr. Waine, they adhere to 
their policy of unrestricted reciprocity. 
"Now, the country demands," it says, "and 
demands fairly, a plain statement from the 
Liberals. Do they still advocate untes 
trictcd reciprocity, nndi.r llir.i: roii'lifions ' 
They can rest assured that the ijue.stiun 
cannot be dodged, oven by so desiierate an 
expedient as accusing the Finance Minister 
of false witness." After showing that the 
acceptance of unrestricted reciprocity, as 
Mr. Blaine defines it, Would make it neces- 
sary for the Dominion (iovernment to raiao 
a very large aum, between eleven and twelve 
nullions, by direct taxation, the .Star goes 
on t o say : 

" Unrestricted Reciprocity, with our ta- 
ritr maile at \\'asliington, would be Com- 
mercial Union witliout the advantage of 
sharing in the American revenue. If com- 
pelled to choose bet ween them, the plain, 
readily understood Commercial Union of 
Mr. Wiman's first frank campaign would be 
intinitely preferaljle. It would be 
no surer road to Annexation, and 
would, . at least, secure ua, a fair 
mesa of ])ottago for our birthright. 
Vet Annexation would be better than either, 
from the standpoint of price; for the 
Americans would pay us more for our flag 
jUvn our trade than they would for our 
trade alone, and Commercial Union under 
any name would bo merely preliminary to 
political iniion without further price. It ia 
just tlie dili'erence to tho Vankee between 
l)nying goods neatly packed and proinptlj' 
delivered, and buyiuL; the right to piiek and 
carry home — with some little trouble- the 
same article. If we are going to "sell out" 
as a nation, by all means lot us bargain for 
the best price. The dog-fancier would be 
thought a fool who refused §50 for his dog, 
but who sold for fifty cents the canintTs 
chain with all rights for the purebaaer to 
pnll the dog along too if he could. 

One of the ellects of the conclusions made 
by the Finance Minister will evidently be 
to compel the Liberals either to abandon 
their policy of unreatrictetl reciprocity "or 
openly to advocate the political union of llie 
Don.iiiion ,vith the United .States. Thia 
would be reidly as loyal and a greatly more 
honest policy than that which they have 
been advouatiug for the past three or four 
years.

The Therrnopyhe has two trophies on her 
forwurd decU-house which, fifteen years ago, 
were the coveted prize of every sailing ship, 
A crowing cock in bas-relief, around him 
the motto, " Duin viram ouiiam," is a me- 
mento of her famous voyage from Hong- 
kong to London, early in the seventies, 
when, carrying a double crew of thirty-two 
men, she beat all" the tea clipper ships 
home, and proudly Hew the gilded cock at 
the masthead as she was towed up tho 
Thames. The tea inerchuuls of London at 
that time donated a pri/.i; of 100 ijuineas to 
the ship bringing home tlie first cargo of 
tho season's lea, and this amount was divid- 
ed' amongst the victorious crew. After 
leaving the China trade she mado the 
famous passage from London to Melbourne 
iu iV2 duya. This is the fastest time on 
record for a sailing shi]), and, when it ia 
rcmcnihorcd thut the trip around the Capo 
of Good Hope is over 14,000 miles, her speed 
must be .considered extraordinary. It ia 
])06sib1e that tho Tiiormopyliia has made her 
lust voyage ua a full rigged ship. She ia 
very heavily rigged for a vessel of her sizoj 
perhaps too heavily for continued trips 
across tho Pacific ocean, and her owners 
» may hai'o her changed into a barguo before

QDESTIOlfABLE MUNICIPAL 
• CHANGE. 

To TiiK Editok: — Looking over the 
"Orders of the Day" of tho Provincial Leg- 
islature, for Monday, -Itli inat.,.i notice that 
Mayor Bcavcn l\ij.3 given notice to move the 
following section re tho Municipal Act: 
"Notwithstanding anything to tho contr.ary 
contained in any law, it shall bo lawful for 
tho mayor or reeve of a nuinicipality to in- 
tervene and return for consideration or to 
relu aiij/ In/'/air, rc.ioliilioii, or proci'idini/ of 
the Council." 

The section proposed by Mayor Bcavcn 
further provides that his veto cannot bo 
overridden except by a two. thirds vote of 
the Council. Such an attempted absorption 
of ])ower, by a Mayor, appears to lie so radi- 
cal a change, in Lbe Municipal Act, that it 
should not be made until aldermen and rato- 
jiayers have expressed tlieiiisclves in favor 
of it. 

I do not think the Victoria Council, or 
any other municipal council iu this province, 
bus so fur considered this transfer of power 
from the Council to Llie Mayor. If so, it 
seems to me, that Mayor Heaven, for his 
own emla, is tukiiig advantage of his Legis- 
lative position as member, to aciniire what 
is, jiractically, despotic control of the Muni- 
cipal Council of Victoria. 

Some of our aldermen ahouhl enquire into 
this mutter, and keep a watuh on Mayor 
Bcuven's actions in the Legislature. There 
are, at least, 30 or 40 amendments to the 
.Municipal Act, on tho notice paper, which 
Mayor Heaven is endeavoring to pass 
through the Legislature. Not one of them 
bus been ruuommcuded by our Council. Un- 
less some of our aldermen wake up, they 
will fiiul, when the Governor prorogues tho 
I.,egisluture, that they have been trans- 
formed by Mayor Beaven into helpless tlum- 
inies, and that he is the great I am.

something to say, for tho reason that 1 

think it v/ill bo found that the measure 

now before the llouae, and tho one that 

wo discussed this afternoon, -will mark by 
j? '.their passage the greatest event in the 
y history of British CoUnnbia, and the 

greatest event besides in tho history of 

tho party of progress now in power in 

this Province. Lot lac'say, sir, at the 

outset, that 1 regret exceeduigly that this 

debate ha.s sbowu that a number of hon.

This 
House has been asked on several oc- 
caaiona and has oxpreased its willingness 
to grant largo areas of land to diflbreiit 
railway schemes. Why here just tho 
other day there was n miserable, niuaaley 
little railway only 28 niiloB 
long [iropoHcd to he built, and this 
House was asked to nivo a land 



out whatj:hf}' are talking about. Tl 
hon. niombeiw, sir, are all the time com- 
plaining and shouting for more infoiiiia- 
iion and further details. Why in the 
name of goodness don't thoy read the 
bills before them first and understand 
wli.at those bills contain before they aak 
for more information. Thoy claim to be 
actuated by tho highest motives and to be 
burning with an intense zo.al to 'know 
it all,' and yet when it come down to tho 
fine point it turns out that thoy don't 
even know:. the conditions and terms con- 
tained in that very short bill No. (il. 
Sir, this ( ioverninent has been accused 
with being slow, and wohave been taunted 
with being too slow and too(|uiet. Hon, 
gentlemon opposite have shoutetl loudly 
that wo hayo no daah and no vigor, and 
that we have attempted no big schemes 
to push tho country ahead nnd make— 
Mk. Cotto.v: Hear, hoar, 
Ho.v. Mn. Kuii.so.v : Yes, it is all very 
well for that hon. gentleman to shout 
hear, hear, but 1 will deal with him bo- 
foio I get through and show that he be- 
longs to u race of mossbacks who sit 
around silent and moody and grumbling, 
waiting Micawber-like for something to 
turn up but never making a move to turn 
it up, (Laughter and applause). Tliis 
Guvornmeii' comes forward to-day with 
this 1 u'ge colonization scheme, aa it lias 
come forward in the past with other 
schemes — plans, sir, for instance of plac- 
ing the finances of the provinoe on a 
sound basis so aa to send our credit up 
amongst tho beat and higlioat in the 
money markets of the world, (Apiilause). 
This country is still going forward daily, 
and as wo advance and progress our 
credit increases and it behoves ua as a 
government to keep step with tho rajjid 
development of tho country and to assist 
and encoiirago that developmont as much 
ii9 Wo can. Wo do not slanJ st'U mider 
circumstances of this kind with our hands 
in our pockets, but we keep on the move 
— we keep our eyes open for every avail- 
able means to assist the progress of 
British Columbia, and when we being 
forward such energetic statesmanlike 
schemes as tho one wo have now pro- 
posed, we wish it to understood tliat we 
will use our best endeavors to make that 
scheme a complete success. Is this what 
our hon. friends across the floor 
of this House are doing? No, in- 
deed, it is not. Tlioy seem 
to take an insane delight in doing what 
they must know to be in the very ojipo- 
site. And when wo bring forward a 
scheme like the present one, they buck 
like cayuscs against it as if indeed thoy 
were very much afraid it would be suc- 
cessful. Why Sir, they don t oven know 
wdiat tho schemo is as it is enunciated in 
lho.sb two bills that wore brought before 
the Houge, The remarks those hon. gi-n- 
tlemen made about the land grant, and 
the necessity that existed that the (iov- 
eniment should have compensation for 
this land, shows how little they realize

Sir, and 1 say it with a 
feeling of pride that no (ioverninent of 
this province has at any time in 
the history of British ( 'iilunibi.-i, 
brought- forward a scheme of such 
enormous importance, and frmn 
which such benefit may be derived. ,1 usL 
think of It ! Wo are to have sjieiit within 
tin.' province over a million pounds ster- 
ling <if money, and are to have settled 
up 111 what is now our wild and unpro- 
ductive 1,'ind, no less than IL'OI) of the 
most: thrifty and most healthy and inde- 
])endoiit families of tho United Kingdom. 
You taunt us with incurring a financial 
obligation of £150,000 sterling in order 
to ])laco 1200 families of this cl.'iss within 
our province and in .'v position where they 
can earn a living, and where they will lie 
inatruinental in developing the deep sea 
iislierios and utilizing tho enormous la- 
tent wealth of what we are so 'proud (ui 
occasions to call our great 'qea farm. 
What are tho facts of the case ? Do those 
hon, gentlemen know that in the I'liited 
Slates every adult male is oatiinated as 
beiiiL; worth !?1000 in hard cash to the 
individual state, and this being the ease, 
how valuable would whole families of tho 
flower of tho land bo / 

Dit. MiLN£ : How much are the women 
worth. 

Hii.N, "Mil. Tt'iiNi'.it : If tho men ari; 
worth i^lOdO, women will be worth double 
that— .'^2000, (Apphiusoand laughter.) 

Hon. Mit. Roiisoir4-If wo take tho United 
States valuation of its adult males as abasia 
for the estimation of the worth of our fami- 
lies, I say, sir, thesis At .wo never got back 
one single cent of tho'^flSOiOOO expended in 
brinKiiiK those 1,200 famiUes out hero^ wo 
would still bo a largo sum of money to the 
good. (Applause). But if those hon. mom- 
bora will only look at this matter thorough- 
ly and honestly, nnd without bias, they will 
come to understand that the agreement 
which will grow out of these hills will so 
ariaiigo matters that no safer or more fa- 
quail- 1 vordble eecurity could bo asked or demand- j 



od by any reaaouable person. True, sir, 
Opposition .members have daelared Vith sor- 
rowful visages and a prpphotio voice, that 
when these .people come out or are brought 
•out, wo have no guarantee that they will 
remain on the lantl allotted'to them, or even 
that thoy will rcinain in tho province. But, 
sir, under the arram;euieuta«\'0 propose to 
make, and under the ngreomouts that will 
grow out of these two bills we will have the 
most positive assurance that) they will re- 
main. Why, sir, the inducomeifts for 
thorn to stay where wo shall 
put them will bo so strong that 
tbey would bo fools, indeed, if they loft, for 
they could not go anywhere oiao under tho 
suu, tluit I know of, wheru they would be 
so w;oll treated or so properly and ade- 
quately provided tor. (Applause.) All this 
being oonsiderod, I say that if .we, from a 
purely fliianoial standpoint, were to Ioeo 
the whole of the money we borrow to bring 
theuc fishermen out, and were to lose our 
land grunt beside, we would be still money 
ahcact if we got those permanent settlers in 
tho province. But, as is shown in thb brief 
memorandum' of the Vancouver Island De- 
velopment Syndicate, whlbh has been dis- 
tributed amongst tho membars, tho invest- 
ment aud re-investment of tho money loaned 
to this province by tho Imperial (Jovorn- 
nieiit giuvrds us iig^iinst loss. Those are 
faelK ami lignt'cs tliat cannot lie coiubatted. 
As i luive said bcl'ore. a most curefi;! calcu- 
liiticm has Ijccii iiKiilo bv alile aotuari/js and 
men of experience in haii'lliiif,' large £n:in- 
ci.il .sclieiiies, and tho '.ioverninent knows 
wi'il what it is undertaking to do, Kvery 
cent, 1 tlnnk I can sufelj- say, will be |iidd 
back, and not only will v,'o clear ourselves 
on the investment, l.nt, when llic 
whole thing h compleied, the loan all 
repaid and tiie hooks iialauceil, it will he 
found that tlieri; is soiiietliing to llie good, 
for, lis is'sliowu in tin; laljiilated staLeuient, 
we arc wiu'lciuf,' on a margin of twelve iind 
one-half per cent. Opposition Uienil)en> tell 
us that llierc may be dtjalhs and unforseen 
u.xpor.ses, and, in reply, I can tell those 
hon. genlleinen that we have taken all that 
into consideration, ami are prepared to save 
ourselves, noDwithstiUiding any reasonable 
contingencies of the kind arising. (Ap- 
plause.) I think, now, I liave done with 
die so called arguments, ljut, in reality, 
earj)ing quibbles, advanced by thu hon. 
loader of the Opposition; but before I close 
my remarks I must pay some little atten- 
tion to Bome.statements that have been been 
made by my hon. friend from Westminster 
district (Mr. Kitchen.) That gentloman, 
sir, has said that this great scheme, this 
gigantic monofloly, this enormous enterprise 
will clash with private industry, and injure 
private means already invested. It appears 
lliat there is already one little company in 
Vancouver at work "developing th'3 ilco]) 
sea fisheries," and doinj; its best togetalong 
with its limited capital, and, from what my 
hon. friend has to say, it would sccin I 
that hu Is afraid this big eon- j 
cerii wliieli we aiO going to 
encourage will come down and crush that 
company to tho wall. Has tliat hou. gentle- 
nmu considered that our great sea f.irin is a 
farm of stiagnlfieent pnqiortions ? There is 
an enormous acreage of aralde land, so to 
speak, say two and a half millions of acres, 
for argument's sake, or throw off the half 
million uud make it two inillioua in round 
numbers. • 

IIov. Mn, Beaves— Why not take in the 
wliole of the Pacific Ocean '; 

Hon. Mil. Ronsos — Well perhaps I would 
not be wrong did I do ao, for the whole 
ocean is open to us, but two millions will 
serve for present purposes. Now that por- 
tion of this great sea farm which that little 
company can cultivate must be a most in 
tlnitcaimal portion. This grand schemo of 
ours going to cirnsh out' of existence one 
private industry with a few thousands of 
dollars ut its back? I see' before my eyes 
our great sea farm of, say, two inilUon 
acres, I picture to myself one lonely man, 
almost a mere spot upon the liorizon, stand- 
o'.j; away out on the far corner with a hoe 
aud SCl atcliing away with might and mai^ii ! 
Aud how many lliousand yearsof that kind ot 
work will it take to cultivate tho farm ? 
How many years of scratching and scraping 
with the old appliances and the old tools 
luid tlie old hoe? I tell yon private capital 
nnd single cH'ort are totally incapable of 
undertaking the work. Hut now suppose 
tliat instead of leaving that one mini with a 
hoe standing away out there on the corner 
of tho farm, like a fly speck that jou uiit^ht 
see only with a microscope, wo who own 
and have control of the farm open our eyes 
and see what great possibilities there arc in 
a proper cultivation. What are we going 
to do about it ? I will toll you. Wo are 

foing to rush in the latc^ iiivontiona of all 
inds for cultivation. Look at those long 
rows after rows of gaiiL; plows with steam I 
motive power, our new liairows and all the I 
incideiit'ds of a iirst class farm, anil the 
most improved means of cultivation, ]'2vcn 
with all these appb.inees I do not say that 
we are ^;oing to complete our work or 
aewniqilisli mir object in any one fciiiglo 
year, but wo will do so within a reasonable 
tirni', u(.'rtaiiily witliin an onlinary lifetime. 
And now 1 want those lion, gi'iitlciuen oppo- 
site to tell me, is it the true policy of tlie 
(iovernment tnat that little tiny mm, with 
his single hoe, plucky and courageous as he 
is, is all that is to be considered iu the de- 
velopment of our farm ? and arc wo not, be- 
cause of his prior presence on the scene, to 
bring in our latest ajipliaiu'es wlicn we have 
an oi)portunity V 1 think there is room 
enough for all, and thu bij,' company can 
afford to go ahead, and tho little private in- 
dividual need never bother it at nil. Dear 
m9 ! Talk about an unprogrossive govern- 
ment, nnd a government that ia loo slow 
and docs not bring forward any big schemes! 
^^ by if hon. goutlemen opposite uould only 
ace lliooiselvea OS outsiders and unpreju- 
diced ])( op!e must see them, with the moss 
six iiiclies deep growing on tlieir backs, we 
would hear no more of such trtaddle froiv, 
tlieiii (Lau;.'liter and ajiplaiise). The country 
can .lee now w'lat a fatal policy it would 
h.-ivi! been to ha\ e elected to power tlinse gen- 
tlemen opjiobite, wlio cannot .see further than 
their iioslh. The countiy can sec now what 
it did when it put a party like ours into 
power, pro|;ressive and enturiirisiiig and 
able and willing to devise plana and pursue 
a slalesniiuilike policy tliat will lift our fair 
province up and send it rushing ahead. 
That's what tlie piirty in power here to-day 
is doiiij,', and the country can see at once in 
what way aii'l by what means tho gentle- 
men opposite are endeavoring to defeat us, 
(L.uightei' and applause). I!ut the most 
rediculoUH thing the lion, iiieniber for West- 
miiistei' district had to say in o|)position to 
the land grant v.'.is, forsooth, that we were 
going to givo to this great syndicate, to this 
enorinouB corporation, a few hundred or a 
few thousand acres of coal lands ! Why 
should we not give such a company as this 
coal lands ? I say it is far better to give a 
big syndicate, like the Vancouver Island 
Development Co., these lands than to let 
them lie idle. Those largo compiuiies will 
have the energy and the capital to go to 
work and develop those coal beds. It is a 
mistake to suppose that wo value coal lands 
nt tho price wo sell thcni at. We don't do 
anythini; of tho kind, but wlien 
these lamia mo thrown open and 
are developed then wo get live cents 
for every ton of coal that is taken 
out. Don't let any hon. gentleman bo bold 
enough to say that because we are to give 



away some coal lands, that the scheme 
should be condemned. Tho fact of the 
matter is that having a company that has 
the moans to develop tho coal beds, is a 
reconmicndation to the schemo. It is, an I 
said, a recommendation instead of an ob 
jcction, (Applause.) Our friends also oa 
tho other sido of tho House, have com- 
plained bitterly because the word Crofter 
was not to bo found in the bills now before 
the House. Oh, yes,- 1 pan see through, 
and hon. members can see through their 
hollowness. When tho schemo was first 
suggested they had prepared all sorts of 
objections. They were going to prove that 
the Crofters would not be a desirable class 
of settlers, and that it would be a gross mis- 
take on our own part to attempt to colonize 
our coast with such people. And, sir, wiien 
tho bills. No. iQI and 62, came down to the 
House, you must have seen how their 
countquanoca 'fell, and how thoir faces be- 
came elongated, when they found that the 
Crofters were not on essential part of the 
scheme, and the hon. member for West- 
minster dictrict (Mr. Kitchen) rushed 
around to his mental censor ami political 
adviser, the hon. nioiiibor for \Vpst- 
minatcr city (.\lr. liiown) and with ex- 
tended face and blazing eyes, begged 
to know, '• V.'hat ahull we do, what shall 
we do ! " (Liu;^liter), Anil, sir, what was the 
cause of ttiat doliirous aspect of counten- 
ance h.Vi it v.'as iiotliing more or less 
than liocaiis'; their iiiui^jined grievance 
was gone, a:id the very thing they luul [iru- 
posoil to 111 ike tlieir cliief cause of complaint 
to the bill was t'lkeu away, (Applause,) The 
very g'roimd had b.:cn knocked fiom U'lder 
their feet, and, as a matter of course, they 
didn't know what to do. About tlicaiivery 
aaitio Cioftcrs, let me Bay that I wjs 
especially gratilied to hear my bo'i, friend 
from Coiuox (Mr. flnntsr) I'le.l ihe e:<'iaets 
he did from the report of thu lluyal t om- 
niission, appointed to enquire into the con- 
dition of tho Crofters in the Islands and 
liiglilandB of .Scotlan.i; and I presume the 
hon. member (Mr, Kitchen) will say ubat he 
knows better. f..et mo ask him has lie had as 
good an opportunity of making an enquiry 
and of finding out the facts for 
himself 1 Let me tell him that 
that report was prepared by a Koyal 
Commission appointed by the British House 
of Commons, and the fullest and fairest en- 
quiry possible was made into tho matter, 
and I can assure the hon. gentleman oppo- 
site (Mr. Kitchen) that ho can ttike for 
granted any statement contained in the 
findings of that reporo and can stake his 
very existence upon the correctness of its 
conclusiouH, (Ap[)lause), But, sir, I am 
not going to admit that if the Crofter feat- 
ure of the sclieiiie had been retained it 
would have Ijeen disastrous. Nothing of 
the kinil, but what wo considered was how 
wo could get the greatest possible clliciency 
and the best settlers oblainalile. 1 know as 
well lis anj' one does what a false step it 
wotdd be for us to shovel indiscriminately 
into ships, and bring out hero, families of 
fishermen from England, Irelond, or Scot- 
land. .Such a move would be simply 
suicidal, and nothing of the kind will be 
done. The most careful selection will be 
made amongst the Crofters and the other 
fishermen as well, in order to get the most 
independent and' self-reliant of them all. 
One of the most important factors in the 
success of the whole scheme is that the 
ones we want should be most carefully 
selected. This is a scheme, which has three 
parties to it, and of those £hree parties the 
most interested in scehig that we get the 
right clasa ot settlers aro the Provincial 
Government of liritisli Columbia and the 
syndicate people tlicniselves. I believe my- 
self, aa 1 have said, that the fundamental 
basis of the success of this emigration and 
coloiiizxtion scheme depends upon a wise 
and careful selection of those we arc to 
trans[ilant, so to speak, and the Imperial 
(ioverninent, the Provincial Ciovernment, 
and the syndicate may lie depended upon 
to leave no stone unturned and no means 
unused t'j have none but tjie best 
and most desirable class brought out, (Ap- 
plau-c). Nor docs it follow, as has been sug- 
gested, that all volunteers to come will be 
accepted, or that no one but voUuiteeis 
will be selected for the boat of them, tho 
most self-reliant of those who wish to come, 
only will be taken, and the whole scheme 
v.-iU 1)'.! so explained to them that they will 
fully understand it, and I venture to say 
that we will get those wlio are most desir- 
able for our purposes, and the others, tho 
poorer class, those lower in the scale so to 
speak, less self-reliant and less independent, 
will stay at home aud suck their thumbs. 
When the full particulars aro explained to 
these people, some of them will say whether 
they will come or not, and then we will 
make up our minds if \vu will take them. 
Its all very well for the him. member for 
Westminster district to say tint he knows 
or piofeisea to know moreabout the Caofters 
thaiillie Koyid ( 'ommissicn, to whose re- 
])ort 1 have referred, nnd 1 venture to say 
that his ignorance in this respect is only 
equal to Ilia ignorance as to the naval 
reserve, lint, sir, tlioae gentlemen on tlio 
Oppnsile side of the IImusc are character- 
istic in their ignorance and in their narrow- 
ness. It is needless for me to say a[;ain that 
this is a proposition liroaiUr tlian tlic pro- 
vince we inhabit, broader, in fact, than the 
whole Duminion. Can those hon. gentlemen 
realize what a grand thing it vvould be for 
us to establish not only a nival reserve,- 
within our own provinoe, but a 
first-class coastguard, ready at all times 
for foes from without and within ! If for 
no other reason look at tho influence such a 
class of colonists would have in inducing 
and assisting settlement up the coast, and 
then if there was any danger of troublefrom 
the Indians, such aa we have in the past had 
riimors of, how comforting a thing it wouhl 
be to know that these men are there I It 
would place the Indians in that pn.siii.ui 
that if tliey were not well intent ior.ed there 
woiilil bo no need for us to f'j.ir, I say, too, 
and say it without hesitation, that the act- 
tleinenl, of these lislicrnien along our sea- 
board will, in course of time, ])roviding liic 
scheme turns out as successful as 
I hope it Mill, revolutionize the 
whole of lii'iti.'ili Coliimbi.i, and give an 
impetus to our industries of every kind and 
class. It would be the t,'reatest civilizer we 
could adopt. It is a acheiiie calculated to 
brim; into operatimi even the smallest atom 
of patriotism possesseil b}' those litm. iiiein- 
ber.s who oppose this bill, and yet those gen- 
tlemen cannot rise above [larly lines and 
sec things on a broader sc.",!c. They say, 
and they any as tbou;:li it we-s a great argu- 
ment, that the colonists who would be 
brought out under tho auspices of this 
scheme would be practically reddced to a 
state of serfdom. Can anything bo more 
palpably absurd 1 Would it not be, oven 
from a bitro monetary standpoint, much 
more in the interests of the ayndioatu to 
keep those fishermen working for them and 
thaa to keep their scheme in operation, and 
sir, to do BO, does any reasonable man sup- 
jiose they would treat them in anything but 
u fair and honorable manner'.' I say, sir, 
tlie whole Btatenicnt or insinuation 
of anything in tho way of serfdom 
ia absurd, Tl would be suicidal, 
it would he fatal, it would be idiotic. If 
the company is to grind down these people, 
as has been suggested, and will havo no 
mercy on them, how in the world can they 
get them to work for them ? ]5ut suppose 
they did grind them down and oppress

could not coiiceive a sin'^le sehen.e if they 
tried whoro enpilal and laliur have t(i he 
■ concerned wheie th^y eouhl no! n\ake juat the 
Bumo objection:!, in Uie liuildinf,' of our public 
railroads, iu our puhlie wm liH, in fai't in 
auj' euterjuise « haiever. And yet llu'y 
say these ihiL.,t;s .' Why, tlie man or com- 
pany u ho woiild treat employees as they 
su"j;esl v,-ouIiI lii>t have lo lio a fool and 
also" a viUiuu, for no one else would allow- 
any Hueh tbin;^' lo oeeur. (Applause). Mon. 
fCentlemen opposite say there is nothing; iu 
these bills to show how muel\ land these 
settlers ore each going to get, whetlier it U 
to bo 20, or 40, or GO, <n- SO acres for each 
family. Sure euough there is nothing 
in the bills to show that, for it is 
one of the details which must bo settled iu 
the agreement. Hon. gentlemen must re- 
member that tiiia is to bo a triple agree- 
ment. Wo pass the bills here, enabling this 
Government to enter into an arrangement 
to enable further arrangements to be made 
by the Imperial Parliament. And then, 
when all the preliminaries are arranged, 
rejneseutatives of tho three parties will 
come together and will formulate an agree- 
ment, and you all may bi; sure that Iler 
Majesty's ( ;.)vernir.(uit will not assent to 
any plan that will place the settlers, wiio 
are to be practically wards of t!ie (iovern- 
nient, at the mercy and under the control 
of any company or syndicate. (.Applause.) 
As to the area of the land to be granted to 
each settler, 1 would say that this will 
greatly dejiend upon where tho land ii, and 
what kind it is. This gigantic scheme i.s to 
be carried out atc|) by step. Vou can't draw 
out a cast-iron agreen:cnt and say, here 
you must stick to that. 'I'hese matters 
will all have to be arranged later on, and 
the agreement that will be made by this 
fUjvernnient wdl have to be reported to this 
House and approved by the Legislature. 
(.-Vpplause). 

Kow, with regard to the remarks of the 
bon. member for Westminster district (Mr. 
Kitchen), to the cifect that no bonus should 
be given this company because ro bonus 
was ever given to tho promoters of the sal- 
mon canning industry, docs that hon. gen- 
tleman know what he is talking about or 
does he not? I can't believe that he con- 
sidered what be said or ho would never 
have made such a statement. The dilier- 
enco between the salmon canning industry 
and the development of the deep-sea fisher- 
ies has been ably explained by the hon. 
meniljer for Cowicban (Mr. Groft), and 1 
might say in addition, for tho infornuition 
of tho lion. member for Westminster 
district (Mr. Kitchen), who seems 
to bo so obluso in this matter, 
tha*. tho syiulicate is going (o do far more 
than inerel}' to catch tish for canning. They 
will go into tlie lialiiiig industry in all its 
branches, and I venture to predict tiiat 
sliould the project uuet with the success 
we liope for, within live ycaus our export 
trade in tish and lish products \\-ill amount 
to over six miUioiia of dollars annually, ami 
I thinlc that will be found to be a v 
moderate calculation. This ilet-p sea (ishery 
schf ino is entirely dilTt.-rcnt from an inland 
industry, and I thir;k that it is reasonable 
to presume that within live years the ex- 
ports will exceed the sum I liavo named. 
It will not take us long to catch up to 
Newfoundland, of whose lisheries we have 
of lute heard so much, but we have a great 
advantage over Newfoundland in that we 
have our fishing ground all to ourselves, 
and further theNuwfoundland tish all have to 
•be dried before beinf; marketed, whereas 
our fish will go into the market of the con- 
tinent in practically the same condition as 
they are in when caught, as they 
will be preserved by freezing. The 
syndicQCO is going to catch lish 
of every kind within the waters of tho 
Pacific, they are going into the nuinufacture 
of iish products, sucli as IihIi oils, guano, 
etc., anil will not throw away a single 
scrap that i.'.ui by any manner or m'.-tiriH he 
made into a merchantahle commodity, and 
they are going to carry on the wliole plan of 
operation on sucli lines that they will rc- 
(|uire lo liave a million pounds sterling 
capital. I Siiy, sir, tliat if we have any re- 
gard for the prosperity of our country and 
till! development of our resources now lying 
dormant and beyoml ri^ach, if we have a 
desire to see this province advance and i)ro 
greas, let us discard party lines and consider 
this scheme in tho broad^ [)iitriolie, yes, 
and even busiues.? like way in which it pre- 
sents itself. If we want to push forward 
our province and make it occupy the proud 
position it should attain, surely we cannot 
allbrd to waste a valuable oppoi l u nity of 
this kind. (Applause.) No scheme that I 
know of, sir, could bo unilertaken that 
would be hotter calculated to eob.e 
the Chinese problem, which agitates 
so much our honorable friends. 
When wo get these Crofters here wo will be 
able to got their daughters for domestics 
and for household assistance, and their sons 
in our canneries, etc, and will thus dr'.vc 
out the Chinese labor now used iu these 
ways. The hest method of keeiung tho 
Cbhiese out of the country is to place cur- 
selves in a po.sition to do without them, and 
if v.e can succeed in bringing into this 
country a clas.'; of [ipople of our own race 
and blood who can do the work for which 
we are now employing the Cliinese, wo can 
shut the latter out. In conclusion, sir, let 
me sav that when these hon. members of 
this House who oppose these bills go back 
to their constituents and are asked to ex- 
plain their course of action, what can 
they say, what will they say? 
Their plea that they wanted more informa- 
tion, more details, more agreements, more 
everything, will not be accepted when it is 
seen, as it will he seen, that this Govern- 
ment baa used every precaution and takoji 
every poifsible care to ensure that no un- 
worthy population will be brought out un- 
der the provisions of these bills, and that 
the greatest care will bo taken to see that 
\the interests of the province are protected 
and promoted. And, sir, we will hear from 
every portion of tho country tho verdict of 
the people, " Well done !" and will, v/hen 
tho scheme is completed and in operation 
oven extort from our unwilling opponents 
tho admission that wo have douowoll. (Pro- 
longed appliiuse).

THE TRAM SERVICE DEFENDED. 

To THE Editor,— As you have recently 
admitted to your columns several letters 
attacking the tramway service, I have no 
douht you will accord nio an opportunity to 
be heard on the other side. 

No one will dispute the right of a person 
wlio may think himself aggrieved through 
tho operation of the tram oars, or any other 
branch of tho public service, to give bis 
grievance expression through the press. 
It is tho populcr vent, the eafety-valvo of 
the pent-up feelings of those who imagine 
that their rights have heen assailed. Ko 
set of men who bavo a good purpose to 
servo will oliject to just and truthful 
criticism ; for the truest friend - is ho who, 
while giving due credit tor honest endeavor, 
will reiniud one of his faults. Ono or two 
of the letters which you have given 
publicity were conceived in a proper spirit 
ami the advice tiiey contained has been 
carefully noted. Others wer-e a tissue t.f 
mis-statements from beginning to end. 
One letter in particular, signed " Pedes- 
trian," cor.taiu-d more false assertions to 
the square inch than I have ever before 
seen comincased into a space so small. 
The writer begins and ends with a l.atiu 
ijuotatiou, which impels me to say tliat if 
iu Ilia youth us much attention had been 
paid to heiuling his mind in the direction of 
veracity, as to his education in otlic'r re- 
spects, be would not now be found robbing 
the classics to bear false witness against his 
neighlior. 

" Pedestrian " says that the tram service 
is worse that useless and a farce, ami that 
it was bolter oighl niontliB ago. Let 
us see how far facta and figures will 
support these assertions. The books of 
tho company show that tho tram cars 
began operations on tho'Jid Pcbruary, ISDII, 
upon five miles of track with four cars. 
.Since then tho mileage has been extended 
to twelve, and the cars, from four, have in- 
oreasetl to sixteen, which includes two trail- 
ers. Tho power at tho station was, at first, 
110 horse-power. This has been increased 
to 1,0'JO horse-power, nominal, and in addi- 
tion to operating the cars the puhlie are 
supplied with light from 3,000 electric lamps. 
The carrying capacity of tho rolling stock 
was 'JdU at the beginning —that is, 200 pas- 
sengers eould be moved simultaneously, cal- 
culating .■>!) passengers lo each cir when 
crow-ded. 'i'iie company has now ears c.ip 
hie of moving I.L'OI) passengers from an}- 
given point at once. Three ol the cars ar 
])ronounced to be among the tinest on th 
I'acitic coast. Within tho past month tw-o 
of the original eipiipments, which cost Jli, 
000 each, have h"'-n thrown into the scrap 
heap and new and improved motors substi- 
tuted. Arrangements are iijuding for tho 
substitution of four more car ei|uiiHiients 
for present motors, and a great generator, 
of I'ti.S h. p., in addition to the present plant 
at the po-.ver house. 

"Peilcstriiin" says " it is a moot <|uostion 
whotlier or not the franchise of the company 
is placed in jeopardy hy the present cheese- 
fjaring system of running tlie cars." If the 
facts and figures 1 iuive given above have 
not disabused the jaundiced mind of your 
correspondent of his error, I shall present 
him with a few more. 

At tho present moment the entire city 
track is undergoing tho process of repair, 
and in some places of renovation. Since the 
rainy season the track from the fountain to 
Herald street lias been retamped and addi- 
tional ties put in. Tho track from the 
southern end of James Bay bridge to St. 
Lawrence street, has been sinidarly improved. 
Hy July 1st it is oxpoeted that there will 
not be a lo'.v or loose joint in the uholo 
system. This work alone will cost several 
thousand dollar.s. Is this an evidence of 
"ehoL'Se-paring " 

-Vgain. The company have albut, at 
this writing, hve hundred tons of steel 
rails, tw-o luindrtMl tons of which will be 
used to double-track a portion of the city, 
and the remainder used for suburban exten- 
sions, -f deemed ailvisable. More evidence 
of ' 'cheese-paring. " 

Now, as to tho "moot question," on 
which lliis go-as-you-please footpad (I can 
call him nothing milder, for has he not tried 
to "hold up" the Tramway Company to 
public contempt) lays much stress. 

The coinp.iny's agi-eemeut w-ith tlic city 
calls tor a trip over eacli Hue eviuy half 
hour. The cars on tho Douglas street line 
make a trip every tun minntt", and on the 
Fort street lino every lirenlij minitUs, 

More than a year ago tho tramway com- 
pany notified the city that they intended to 
lay a double track along Government street. 
At the request of the Sewerage Commis- 
sioners this most necessary w-ork has been 
dehiyed pending the completion of the .sew er 
alimg that street. Delays freiinently oi,-eur 
in coiisei|Uonco of tw-o or more cars meeting 
on the single truck. The company, 1 sub- 
mit, is not to blame fur the non-completion 
of the sew-era. 

The company's agroemont with the city 
requires that tho cars shall lie o]ierated 
li/lci )i lioHi-s daily. The ears run from (i 
o'clock in tlio moiriing until midnight — 
ri'/hlccii /loi/r- daily — three homs longer 
llian ilemanded hy tin; charter. 

There is nothing in the charter which re- 
quires tho company to issue trtinsfer tickets. 
A fare might be coUucted on each line, lo- 
giilly; yet we tind that the company has 
actually given away about oOO,0(JO transfers 
since the linos were opened. A pretty seri- 
ous "farce," don't you think ? 

"Pedestrian" says the cars have never 
been successfully operated since tho strike. 
This I deny. The statistics show that the 
high state of clliciency to which tho 
service attained before the strike 
has been mainttiined ninco. There are black 
sheep in every flock ; hut, man for man, I 
bidieve that, in point of resjieelability, 
good manners antl attention to his duty, 
the most inferior man in tho employ is the 
peer of " Pedestrian," I should certaitily be 
sorry lo think thitany man in tho service 
would descend, as " I'eilejtrian '' lias done, 
to slander and falsilicat ion in any emergen- 
cy, especially over a ikiiii '/•: pliii/ir. 

In every ])artii:nlar, the Tramway Com- 
pany liave lived up to and beyond their char- 
ter — have more than kept taith with the 
city. Vour corresponilent asks : " Why is 
the extra live cents collected on the Fort 
street line?" liecau.sc tlio portion of the 
line on which the exlra five cents is collect- 
ed is without tho city lindts, as defined 
wlien the charter canto into existence. 

That accidents have occurred, and will 
occur, to the machinery is indisputable ; 
but I claim and can prove that such inci- 
dents, inseparable from rapid tran- 
sit anywhere, are being reduced to 
the minimum by the substitution 
of new and improved motors, etc, 
VVhon in Denver last July I saw an electric 
oar take a header into a pit by the giving 
way of a turntable. An hour later the car 
was still there, blocking traffic. I was in 
Cleveland L'4 hours. A cable car had run 
away and killed the moloriiccr and hurt 
two passengers tho day before. Jn Chi- 
cago one of the lines was hiid up 
while a new cable was being put 
in. In New Vork a horse alt.iched to a car 
pitched forward and died on the track. 
Last fall those Victorians who visited 'Ta- 
coma raw the whrde system tied up for ;i(i 
honra during fair wndt through the burning 
out of a generator. During the Agricultural 
yliow in lliia city last fall tho cars of the 
tramway compaiiy moved 03,000 fares in 



four days without injury to a single person. 
During tho two years and two months tho 
cars liave been running nearly 2.^. mil- 
lions of passengers have been carried over 
tho lines. Of this great number only two 
were hurt from causes within the power of 
tho company to prevent, aud compensation 
was at once niado without an appeal to the 
courts. This is probably another evidence 
of tho company's meanness. 

I can coufiUently say that nowhere else in 
tlio world will there bu found a tram service 
whore, as u. rule, greater consideration is 
shown for the public convenience aud safety 
than here. Where onnt «ro stopped in the 
middle of the block' to take on or let oil' 
fares. 'Where a person, two or three hun- 
dred feet distant, may signal a car to stop, 
while he or she loisuruly walks to it. 
Whore ladies and small children and sick 
and aged persona are helped on and ofT tho 
ears and sometimes led to the sidewalk by 
the oonipany's employes. Where, in short, 
])oliteue8s and urbanity aro the rule, and 
where a few ill-conditioned and untruthful 
individuals — unmindful of the blessings 
that liavo been bestowed on the whole com- 
munity by the tram cirs — are nttcmpliiig 
to show that the system is a farce and a 
biilure. 

As " Peilestrian " liegan and ended his 
letter v,-ith a Latin qniitalion, I shall apjily 
this i|UotaLioii lo him. 1 think that the 
imlilic will agree with me as to its fitness : 
" I'n-iiiuii in' i-nrnii linh, I."

Tlioro is a peculiar industry at Sioux 
Falls, S. D. It is the only one of tho 
kind I know of. It consists in cutting 
and polishing the beautiful chalcedoay, as 
it is called, from the petrified forests of 
Arizona. The material is sent tu Sioux 
Palls in the form of stumps or broken 
tree trunks, and there the slabs are cut 
across the grain and polished for ciriiii- 
montnl purpoaos. 

Nfitliiiig can bo moro beiuitifiil than ii 
slice cut from tliu butt of ii big treo and 
polished till its surface ia like plate glass, 
while every fiber of the beautiful and 
softly tinted wood seems froisen into a 
lasting picture by the patient band cif 
tinio. 

You ciiii >;t!t one of tlie.sL' slabs for from 
,S10t(jS400. 1 bou.^'ht, one of Uio latter 
to hold tho door upuu in my now and 
costly villa at Buck Shoals, N. 0. Some 
of these slabs are two feet across, and 
none of thorn seems to roprosunt any kind 
of tree existing at tho preaunt tiniD. 
They ailbrd, therefore, a wonderful iiuld

for the active mind to stroll ' about in. 
Perhaps over the beautiful slab, while yet 
it was in the heart of a sapling, some be- 
lated pterodactyl sprawled on his way to 
his damp home. Possibly the icthy- 
osaurus crawled out of a hole in this treo 
on groundhog clay. 

Who can tell what has happened in tho 
early history of this petriliod forest ? No- 
body can. Away back yonder in tho 
misty past, long before the climate got so 
that the hired i;irl could bear her hand in 
it, while yet tho hot mud boiled Avith the 
mighty heat of a now laid world and the 
air was tilled with disagreeable odors, and 
the evening ;uul tho morning indicated 
that workmen on the foundation uf the 
earth had blown out tho uns at night, and 
the angola went about over the face of the 
earth flying high and holding their noses, 
this tree was sprouting.

Tama, la., (a not a largo pldee, but tho 
center (jf a rich farming country and tho 
social center of a largo colony of Indians, 
nuinberiug 350, I believe. These red 
men demonstrate the fact that the Indian 
may bo made self supporting, for those 
Indians own tboir land.s, on which they 
raise niushrats. Tho go\'enunent gives 
each Indian about .S-I-. IS lumually as a 
reward for being neither absent nia' tardy 
on [lay day. NN'ith this tho Indian is en- 
ftblod to buy lemon extract, by moans of 
which he is enabled to get drunk. 

These Indians are Sacs and Foxes 
mostly. What work is done is done by 
tho wife. .She has a low, groveling streak 
in her nature, aiul so she works. The 
husband has nobility of character and 
other things also which ho is willing to 
impart to those near and dear to him. 

While 1 was at Tama the Indians were 
just cleaning house. House cleaning 
among tho Sacs and Foxos is attended to 
veay much as it is done among the other 
Indian tribes. It is dene by moving the 
house. 

Tho Sacs and Fo.»:es need a thorough 
renovating and a Keeley institute. Tlioy 
were tho tirst to ascertain that lemon 
extract and cologne taken in aulhcient 
(luantities would intoxicate, and it is said 
that one cf these Indians will drain the 
life blood from an alcohol stove at one 
siti ing. 

There was considerable sickness among 
these Indians last sjiriiigs. It was 
caused in a singular waw. All tiie cigar 
stores in Tama had alcohol cigar lighters, 
and the Indians got to lighting their 
pi])es at these, and while ostensibly light- 
ing a refractory pipe they did, then and 
there being, suck the juice out of tlie 
alcohol retort by means of a straw.

Interest in tho societv known ;i.s the 
D.au.gliters of the American Revolution 
iucrc'a.ses as its ;iini and scopo are better 
iindorstood. These are very concisely 
sot forth in tlio following sections from 
the second article of tho constitution, 
adopted when tho society was organized 
at Waslungton some twp years and a 
half ago: 

"To perpetuate the memory and tho 
spirit of tho men and women who 
achieved American independence by 
tho acquisition and i)rotection of his- 
torical spots and tho erection of monu- 
ments; by tho encoiu-agement of liis- 
torlcal research in relation to the Bevo- 
lntion and the publication of its results; 
by the preservation of documents and 
relics and of tho records of tho indi- 
vidual services of Revolutionary sol- 
diers and patriots, and by the promo- 
tion of celebrations of all patriotic an- 
niversaries. 

"'J'o carry out tho injunction of 'Wash- 
ington in his farewell address to the 
American people, 'to promote, as an ob-

.jcct of primary importance, institutions 
for thu general dill'usion of knowledge,' 
thus devidoping an enliglitcnod public 
opinion, and aH'ording to young and old 
.such advantages as shall develop in thorn 
tho largest capacity for performing tho 
duties of American citizens. 

"To clieri.-jli, maintain and extond tho 
institutions of Anieiican fri;edoui; to 
foster true patriotism and lovo of 
country, and to aid in securing for man- 
kind all tho blessings of libertj'." 

These are unquestionabl v most jiatri- 
otic and praiseworthy niolives, and tho 
l.-ulies who have undertalvon the work 
ai-e entitled to the synipathv and ito- 
operatiiui of all the large iniinlod jieople 
who liavo !i proper iipjirecialitui of tho 
services reiidereil in the great war that 
brou.glit liberty to the American colo- 
nies, and v.dio feel that tho saerifu-es 
made by revolutionists should be per- 
petuated and made to enduro not only 
in a traditionary form, but as living

lessons to the i)eople of today and to the 
gen(;ratioiis lliiil are to come. JIow best 
that tlii.s may ho done is now what the 
society is considering. Probably tho 
favorite scheme ia to erect a museum in 
Washington, which shall at once bo a 
ropo.sitory for llevolntionary relics and 
a library of liool;s and papers throwing 
any light on that shining period in 
.tVmerican history. Hero is a plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Edward Eggleston, tho 
novelist and historian, who has himself 
lii,''(m a |;reat coUectorof Ainoricana, and 
is leanieil in all that pertains to tho 
formative epoch in the western re- 
public. Lie says, in a letter to Jlrs. 
Oabcll, a vice iiresideiit general: 

"Perhaps tho only thing I can do to 
show my syinpathy with the Inudahlo 
aims of the I)anght(.'rs of tho American 
Rovolution is to suggest that there is 
one part of thu lield of American likstory 
of the greatest unportunco tlnit has re- 
ceived but scant attention, and that is a 
peculiarly appropriate lield for tho re- 
searches of members oi your society. 
Daniel Webster said, 'We need a history 
of livcsidos.' Tho real can.ses of tho 
^Vmorican Revolution would bo disclosed 
by a true liisl orv of euvly American iiro- 



eary that domestio letters and other 
memoranda illustrating life and man- 
ners in tho earlier times bo gathered up 
and printed. I know of one collection 
of old family letters running into the 
hundreds, perhaps into thousand^ that 
o.xist within a few minutes' journey of 
Washington. 1 cnnuot got ponnission 
even to examine these letterii!, but aT.n 
told that they contain no history — 'only 
family affairs,' But 'family affairs' in 
tho last century are precisely what we 
need to got at, and perhaps tho iufiuenco 
of such a society as yoturs could unlock 
many a repository of domestic lore. 
Moro women of ability are trying to 
writo than can find room in tho magji- 
rinos. What an admirable field is open 
to tbom in tho writing of local history, 
with special referonco to ancient man- 
ners and customs 1" 

This letter was read at tho first con- 
gross of tho society held at Washington 
this year, beginning on Feb. 20 and last- 
ing two or threo days, and it is quite 
likely that Mr. Eggleston's suggestion 
may be acted upon ^vith most interest- 
ing results. 

In some quarters thcro liavo been in- 
timations that tho Daughters of tho 
American Revolution is an aristocratic 
society, and that the real meaning of it 
is not so much patriotic as it is to give 
tho women at the bead of it an opportu- 
nity to parade their Irigli lineage and 
to publish to tbe v.'orld the ])articu)ars 
of their family trees.

To tho Daughters any woman of good 
character can join who is descended 
either directly or collaterally from a 
patriot of tho Revolutionary period. IS 
tho ancestor fought in tho vrar or gavo 
help and comfort to the combatants that 
is enough to entitle a woman to mem- 
bership. The antecedents of each can- 
didate must bo traced back accurately 
and sujiportod by an .iflSdavit of its cor- 
rectness. This, to bo sure, is not always 
easy to do, for some Americans have not 
been particular in keeping their family 
records. An instance of tlus happened 
last fall in the New York chapter. A 
lady joined the society. In a little wliilo 
there was an intimation from aomo

Aliss Janio Mcado 
Welch read a captivating paper on

history. Jlra. Hugh Hagan, of Atlanta, 
reported on tho progress tho society had 
made in Georgia.

On a Inter occasion, before the 
California Athletic Club, he fought a pro- 
longed battle with Peter Jackson, tho 
colored clianipiou. During tho last thirty 
rounds of this contest, Jacksou, owing to a> 
sprained ankle, and an injured forearm, wus 
simply poworlcis to take tho ofFensivo, but 
Corbet t did not knock him out. In fact, 
the referee, aware of Juck^on's condition, 
and seeing that, owing either to Corbett's 
inability or unwillingness, the contest 
was liaijle to bo prolonged tiil iiijliiilum, 
dcelaied the match a draw. Unsatisiac- 
lory as it may be, even to good judges of 
pugilism, this must be accounted as Mr. 
Corbett'.s best jierformniice, and on the 
strength of it and a prolonged tour through 
the ICiistern States, during which he put 
to sleep several " unknowns," who were pro- 
duced to order, Mr. Corbctt has been 
nmtclicd to light John L. Sullivan, in New 
Orleans, in September next, for a purse 
and stake, which will aggregate some S!0|- 
000. It ia possible that, before the date set 
for the match arrives, Mr. Oirbett will 
have found some reason to e.xciuiu bio- 
appearing in tho ring us tlie o|)poiient 
of tho Pride of I'oston, and he will then 
be able to claim further laurela on 
the ground of having been mulched against 
John L. It is also possible that, with the 
fatuity born of a caput inllatum, he will 
really enter tho ring to dispute Sullivan'ti- 
right to tho championship. In thisevent the' 
loser's end of the purse will doubtless be larg^ 
enough to solace him for the exercise he will' 
afford John L, Sullivan, and also to satisfy 
himself on bis retirement from the pugilistic: 
arena. 

Con Riordan, of San Franciaco, who ao- 
oompaiiied Peter Jackson lo England, 
intending to act as trainer for the latter in 
Ilia preparation for hia engagement with 
Slavin, in on hia way back to New York, 
lie and Jack.ion quarrelled, and perhaps it 
is as well for lliordan that tbey did, as it 
was intended to niatcli the latter against 
Johnny O'Brien, tho Welsh middleweight 
champion, who would most assuredly have 
had a walk-over with tho San rranoiBco 
middleweight.

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M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

■Wfio sot-. Old John Swlnton's $200,000 In 
■' \ GoM, 

[Oepyrigfat, 1882, by Charles B. Lowla.1 
In the year 1860 — and some of you ivill 
no doubt remember it — the newspapers 
had niiiny paragviiphs coiicoriiing old 
Jolni Swintou, uf Ciestoii, Li. Ho was 
an old bucliclur sixty years old, living on 
& small farm seven miles from the town 
at Creafcon, and he had neither kith nor 
kin in America. In January of the year 
niinied he received a legiiey from England 
1 li;ivo heard the smn named as lo« 
!?r)0,000 and as high as !?500,000, but 1 
have tlio bust of reasons for believing tlia 
thu exact ligures were §200,000. He go 
Ilia drafts cashed in Chicago, and he 
would take nothing but gold. This money 
he shipped homo in sheet iron boxes and 
buried in his collar. ' He was a loquacious 
old mail, and he made no secret of .his 
wealth. On two occasions lie invited 
friends in and let them inspect the con 
tents of the boxes. It got into the pa 
pers, and no doubt more than one gan; 
of robbers laid plans to get hold of thi 
money. 

To prevent being despoiled and per 
haps murdered, the old man surrounded 
liimself with ken large and savage dogs 
and ho armed the house with half a dozen 
guns. After ho got the dogs no 
dared enter upon his [jremiaes, and 
several occasions travelers on the Iiigli 
way were attaclced. Litigation result 
and the old man became disgusted and 
indignant and loft the state. One would 
naturally have expected him to go east 
and porliaps to England, where he could 
have fully enjoyed his handsome fortune 
but what did ho do but head for the west^ 
JEe bought a span of horses and a covered 
wagon, loaded up his few househuld 
s;uods, and taking seven of his ten dogs 
alang ho made his way to Council Bluffs 
to join an emigrant party. He had his 
boxes of gold in the wagon, and peopl 
along his route in Iowa turned out to gaz 
nt his outfit as it passed. Here and ther 
he even permitted strangers to look at 
tho gold. It has always been a wonde 
that ho was not robbed, but perhaps those 
who Would have entered into such 
achome did not credit the stories afloat 
and regarded him as a boaster 
lunatic. 

Swinton joined a caravan bound toCal 
ifornia. I had relatives in the band, and 
therefore can state that tho party had not 
been out two days before every one in it 
knew of the gold. Many efforts were 
made to persuade the old man to return 
to civilization, but he was as obstinate as 
■11. mule. Ho didn't intend to go to Cali 
fornia, but to stop whenever the country 
suited him. There was hardly a tribe of 
Indians not on the warpath against the 
whites, and there was no spot where 
Swinton would be safe fur a day. Argu 
ments proved useless, however, and he 
accompanied the party for many weeks, 
When it had reached a point about fifty 
miles from South pass, in the Wind River 
nmuntains of Wyoming, the old man 
found a spot to suit him and announced 
that he would go no farther. The party 
^uoabered 126 people, of which forty 
«ight were men. They had been attack 
cd by Indians no less than eight times en 
route, and had had three men killed and 
four wounded. They were now 
country occupied and overrun witli hos- 
tile red men, and a halt was made for one 
day ill hopes to persuade Sivintonto keep 
on. Ho was as thickheaded and mulish 
as ever, and next day was loft to his fate. 
Perhaps he should have been forced tog( 
on, but there was trouble enough from 
tho Indians without creating more in tho 
party. He would not have gone except 
- as a prisoner. 

The last white man who saw old .lohn 
Swinton alive was the guide of the party, 
whose name was McCall. He rode back 
a distance of two miles to recover some 
article left behind, and ho found the old 
man turning his horses out to graze and 
looking for a site for a cabin. To a last 
invitation to accompany the jiarty 
'Waved his hand and shouted a goodby 

It was in the spring of 1801 when the 
istory got back to Council Bluffs. The 
^var had then fairly begun and was excit 
ing the country, and two or three uxpudi 
tions which were planned to learn tlie old 
man's fate were abandoned. ,\t no time, 
from Jy(iJ to L.SGO, could a party hav 
readied tiio spot where lie halted, as tho 
emboldened Indians iiad regained over 
200 miles of lost frontier and were un- 
usually vigilant. jMeanwiiile the story 
Jiad gone to England, where Swinton had 
relatives, iind in March, 1800, .Jackson 
'Thoiuas, acting for the i.ext of kin, ar 
rived at St. .Jusejih to organize a party 
fight its way to the spot and settle the 
question of whether the old man was dead 
or alive. As 1 was one of llie mem 
of it I can give you the particulars first 
hand. 

There were thirty-six men in the i)arty 
as it finally got away, and all except 
Thomas were veteran cavalrymen of the 
war. The leader was an ex-Confederate 
ca])tiun named Wakefield, and we wei 
under strict military discipline from thu 
first. Each man furnished his horse, 
arms and ammunition, while Thamas fur- 
nished two wagons loaded with provis 
ions. The agreement was to pay eacli 
man two dollars per day on our return, 
whether successful or not. If the money 
was recovered, then each one was to have 
-a thousand dollars as a present. It was 
an adventure promising both excitement 
and profit, but none of us had the least 
hope of securing the slightest trace of tho 
old man. If we got his gold it would be 
because ho had buried it before the In- 
dians had discovered him, and some lucky 
circumstance would direct us to tiie 
<;acho. 

On tho trip to and fro wo enccuntered 
at different; points an aggregate of .5,000 



Indian warriors. We had fifteen fights 
with them, suflering a loss of four men 
killed. We ajioiit three days searching 
tho valley where old .John Swinton was 
last aeon, lint not a sign that ho had ever 
been there could wo turn up. We should 
have felt the hopelessness of further 
aeaic'i evon had the Indiana loft us to 
jioacofully pursue it It was tho general 
opinion, and it was shared by Thomas, that 
llie Indians had captured the outlit and 
removed it miles away before destroying 
the useless wagon and killing their pri- 
aonar. If not that, then tho man had 
rv'.r.v.uX of Ilia own accord, and might be 
Juiudrcd.'-, (.f miles away. VVo roturhed 
«aipty hniidod, were paid off and disba'nd- 



ed, and it was generally considered that 
the search was ended. 

In the sjjring of the following year, 
while 1 was at Fort Laramie, 1 hiot an 
old hunter and trapper named Dunn. 
We got to yarning, and ho told me of 
finding some of the iron work of a wagon 
in a valley to tho east of South Pass. 
Not only that, but there was a rude 
shanty which ho believed some white 
man had constructed and occupied. It 
was so far into the Indian country that 
he was puzzled over his find, and could 
only conclude that some emigrant family 
had left tho caravan and fallen victims to 
the savage rod men. He had not heard 
the story of old John Swinton. When 1 
told it to him wo were agreed that these 
were traces of him, and that tho i)air of 
US should set out on another expedition. 
The Indians wore still hostile, but wo be- 
lieved that a i)arty of two, taking all due 
precautions, could accom[)lish more than 
a larger one. Wo outfitted for a hunting 
expedition, having a third animal to bear 
our i^ocks, and we were sixty-two days 
making the trip from tho fort to the val- 
ley. Some days we had to lie quiet to 
avoid the Indians, and on others the 
weather prevented travel. 

It was not a v.illey 1 Ind ever seen be- 
fore, and not the one in which the old 
man had first stopped. It was a spot 
three miles to tho south of it, reuehed by 
a pass through a separating spur. For 
reasons which no t)iio will ever know the 
old man had decided to make a chan 
This vallej' was smaller and was com 
pletely walled in, like a lake among th 
liilis. The area was about 'MO acres, with 
a creek running through the center, and 
it was a little jiaradise. He had built 
him a very comfortable cabin of rock, 
and poles, and might have lived there for 
months before the Indians discovered him 
Wo f(mnd the tires of tlie four wheels 
hidden in the thick, green grass, with 
other portions of the wagon scattered 
about, and there was no question but 
that the vehicle had been burne^. This 
may have been the result of accident of 
ciiurse, but no one has ever reasoned 
th.vt way, , We found about the shanty 
many bones, which were undoubtedly 
those of the dogs. Tho wolves must hav 
carried many away, but there were 
enough lying about to force us to th 
conclusion that all the dogs had perished 
Who but Indians would have killed 
them ? 

There waa the cabin, but not a trace 
of tho old man, and we were sure that 
none of the bones was his. Acceptin 
the theory that he had occupied tlie val 
ley f»r some weeks or months before dis 
covery, what would he have done with 
his gold ? Hidden it away to bo sure 
He had a rude fireplace in tho cabin, and 
we were not ten minutes discovering that 
his iiKuiey had once been buried under 
it. The Indians would never have sus 
pected his wealth or searched for it, and 
this would have been a safe place, but 
for reasons of his own Swinton had 
moved it. Where to ? After half a day's 
search we discovered the spot, but it was 
also empty. He had dug a hole in the 
base of the mountain near tho pass, but 
some strange idea had caused hiin to look 
for a spot he thought more secure. 

It was our fourth day in the valley 
when I accidentally discovered what we 
hoped was the cluo to tho^treasure. Many 
bushes had sprung up in the five or six 
years. In pulling one away which hid 
tho face of a rock near the entrance to 
the pass I saw that some letters had been 
cut into the stone. We could not make 
them out until wo had brought water and 
washed the rook. Then we deciphered 
tho following :

The letters "J. S." doubtless stood 
for John Swinton, but it was some time 
before we could decide on the meaiiin 

of "2d 100." There were thre 

small and narrow ravines running off th 
main pass, ami so we cuiiclnded that h 
meant second ravine and J 00 feet or 
paces. 'L'he hand certainly pointed down 
the pass, and tho dollar marks stood for 
money. There was nothing else — rocks, 
trees, hills or stumps — which we could 
make " 2d" out of, and so we went down 
the jjass and turned into tho second ra 
vine. Wu iiad the clew ! On the face of 
the dill', as high as an ordinary man 
could reach, were three S S -S, which had 
been cut by the same hand as the other. 

Tho ravine was dark and lonely, and 
not over four feet wide. In the rainy 
.season it was a water course ; in the dry 
a capital retreat for reptiles and animals. 
Wo had to light torches to make our way 
and as we slowly arivaiiced we measured 
oil' as near as could bo 100 feet. The 
old man had meant feet. Right there 
was a natural cavern in the right hand 
wall, and wo had no sooner hru.it a torch 
into its mouth than 1 caught, ;,igla of gold 
pieces. On the rocky floor lay tliree 
twentj' and two five dollar jiieees, and as 
we i)ieked them uj) we realized that wo 
had the treasure at last. But had we ? 
Mas ! no. Old .Swinton carried his gold 
in six sheet in n boxes, each one of which 
was a smart lift for an ordinary man. 
There they lay in the cavern, each one 
open and empty ! The lock on each had 
been broken. 

How had it been with the old man ? 1 
have always believed that after a few 
weeks of his iscdated life he cinild stand 
it no longer and so made ready to sot out 
on his return to civilization. He had 
cached bis mone;y» expecting to return for 
it, and ho had wisely loft marks by which 
it could be found in case ho sent others. 
Bt'fore ho could get away he had been 
ittacked. He was killed, but where or 
how has never been ascertained. Who 
got his money '/ Not the Indians, as no 
old was in circulation among them when 
peace came, ani their finding it without 
clew could hardly bo considered. 
WHiito men, then ; but who ? No expedi- 
tions had been organized anywhere along 
tho border, nor was hunter or trapper 
ever subse(iuently discovered to bo flush 
with money. It w(juld have reiiuired at 
"oast three pack animals to carry the 
coin ; but at what point had they atrunk 
civ ilization on their .return? Also, how 
could they have kept the find so quiet ? 

1 ask you these questions. I have 
isked them of myself until weary. Soma 
one got that golden treasure, but no fur- 
ther facts will ever be known. Hundreds 
of Indians have been consulted as to tho 
fate of old man Swint')n, but not ono has 
ever furnished any information. 



'FRISCO- DURING THE -GOLD 
■ FEVER. 

A Sampla of tho Prices and tUo OccuiiatloiiB. 
|Ur. J. W. Palnior, iu tlio February Century.] 
Clerks in stores and offices had munifi- 
cent salaries ; ,^5 a day was about the 
smallest stipend, ovon in the Custom- 
House; and ono Baptist preacher Was 
paid .SIO.OOO a year. Laborers received 
a d<dlar an hour ; a pick or a shovel was 
worth §10, a tin pan (u- a wooden bowlSu 
and a butcher's knife if'.'JO. At one time 
tho carpenters who were getting 812 a 
day struck for §10. Lumber rose to $500 
per thousand feet, " and every brick in a 
liouse cost a dollar, one way or another." 
Wheat flour and salt pork sold at §40 a 
barrel, a small loaf of bread was 50 cents 
and a hard-boiled egg a dollar. You paid 
.?3 to get into the circus and for a 

private box. Men talked dollars and a 
copper coin was an (.bject of antii|Uarian 
interest.

Wright & Co. paid S75,- 
000 for a wretched little jilace on the cor- 
ner of tho Plaza that they called tho 
Miner's Bank, and $31), 000 was asked for 
the use of the ( )ld Adobe as a custom- 
house. The Parker House paid $1-0,000 
a year in rents, nearly one-half of that 
amount being collooted from tho gamblers 
who hell! tho second floor. And tho can- 
vas tent next door, used as a gambling 
saloon, and called tho El Dorado, was 
good for $10,000 a year. Prom 10 to 15 
per cent, a month was paid in advance fm- 
the use of money borrowed on substantial 
security. The prices of real estate went 
up among the stars — §8,000 for a fifty- 
vara lot that had been bought in 1848 fur 
$20. Yet, for all that, everybody made 
money, although a man niiaht stare 
aghast at the squalor of his lodging, and 
wish that be might part with his apjjetite 
at any price to some other man. It was 
some such man as this who preserved the 
bill of faro of the Ward Uouse for the 
dinner there on the 27th of October, 
1849.

Tho 
pinion lovers are given u vertical motion, 
thus well marking the difibrenco between 
the two. There are three sots of brakes, 
one on tho adhesion drivers ; one com- 
pletely locking the pinions : and an auxil- 
iary ono in case of failure of the other 
two. Braking on down gradients is 
done by using the steam cylinders as air 
compressors, which is provided for by a 
special device. This is the most perfect 
brake imaginable. At a gradient of 7 
feet in 100 or odO.d feet per mile this lo- 
comotive can pull 130 tons at a rate of 7] 
miles an liour. At a gradient of 15 feet 
in 100 or 792 feet per mile, (ll? tons can be 
hauled at'a rate of 5i miles an hour. 

On pure adhoaion sections the onginos 
may be run up to 30 and 35 milea an hour, 
while on rack acctiona lighter than tho.w 



teiitly inlluonc(!s them, that it is a bad 
form to attach any value to the affection 
of their husbands. The idea is not orig- 
inal, f»r in the early middle ages it re- 
ceived a quasi-legislative sanction. Tho 
Cour d'Aniour of Provence decided that 
love could not exist Ijotwcen married jieo- 
jile, and a lady who married her knight 
was required to elect a now lover in tho 
place of him who had sunk into the posi- 
tion of a husband. All this, howovor, is 
thoroughly unwholesome, and very-miich- 
marrietl couples, with all their defects, 
are really valuable as a protest against it. 
As a rule, it is inoii wlio are chiefly re- 
sponsible for the miscarriage of tho alloo- 
tion which married life conaocratoa, 
though, in most cases, this misfortuno 
springs from nothing worse than a want 
of perception. Jlen seldom appreciate 
tho fact that, though women may really 
value silent aH'cction, what they chiefly 
prize are those little courtesies and atten- 
ti(jiis which a man is ready to offer to any 
woman except his own wife. It would be 
sound economy for a man to carry to ro- 
sorve, say, ono per cent, of tho adulation 
which he lavishes during courtship for 
homo consumption during married life. 



forgetting their animosities, animated by 
warlike spirit, willingly put themselves 
under the banner of tho king. John tho 
Terrible met with disaster after disaster 
and saw his armies vanquished, his cities 
taken, his own country inj'aded. The 
tyrant accustomed to victory with other 
foes, saw now his hereditary foos, tlie 
Poles victorious over him. llo could 
retaliate only through cruelty. 13atory 
laid siego to Polotzk, a strong city on 
tho Dviiia, on the border between Lithu- 
avia and Muacovy. The Russians, in 
order to strike terror into the enemy, 
put to death all tho citizens of tho city. 
The river was dyed with blood and ear- 
ned down tho stream hundreds of human 
bodies, fastened to planks and terribly 
m.angled. But instead of intimidating 
the Poles, the Ruaaiiins brought tlieni to 
such a degree of excitement that nothing 
could resist them. The city was taken 
by assault and tho Russians forced to sur- 
render at discretion. It reflects the high- 
est glwry on the I'oles and their heroic 
king, that notwithstanding tho terrible 
instances of cruelty which they had before 
their eyes, they did not retaliate on the 
barbarous enemy. 

Russia was at tho more}' of the Polea. 
In this extremity John tho Terrible asked 
the Pope to iiiterveno in his favor, and 
the P(n titr, hoping to convert Russia to 
tho Roman Catholic faith, sent a .lesoit 
Posseviiins, to arrange the terms (jf pi:ace. 
Batory, as a faithful sun of the church 
submitted, but it would have boon better 
for Poland, had tho religious (juestion 
been put aside. The peace was concluded 
glorious for Polai.il, still the fruits of vic- 
tory were not wlia' the}' should have been. 
It is useless also to say that .lolin the 
Terrible never thought to abandon the 
orthodox faith, but used that .artifice to 
obtain better teriu.'i of pe. ce. The peace, 
however, was only tenqjcprary. 

■John tho Terrible died in 1584 and 
Batory followed his antagonist two years 
afterwards. After tho death of those two 
rivals a very extraordinary series of events 
happened in Russia, and this poiiod is 
tho most interesting and also the most 
mystorious in the glo . .ng annals of Mua- 
covy. 

.lohn the Terrinlc was succeeded by his 
son Feodor, a prince of milk character, 
totally unfitted to rule such a jieoplo as 
the Russians then were. In fact the 
country was ruled hy uoiis (Jodunoll, a 
nobleman of Tartar origin, and the 
brother-in-law of the Czar. Knowing 
that I'^eodor was not likely to live very 
long, bo conceived the idea of becoming 
in reality tho ruler of tho country. To 
accomplish this purpose he caused tho 
heir to tho throne, Prince Diniitri, broth- 
er of tho Czar, to he assassinated. Tho 
boy, together with his mother, was re- 
moved to L:glicli, a town tar from tho 
capital. One d.ay the young jiriiicu was 
playing with a largo knife in a courtyard 
of tho palace and a few minutes after- 
wards was found dead Tho body, how- 
over, was not examined, and it was re- 
ported that tho boy accidentally killed 
himaelf. The mother was prostrated with 
grief, and the inhabitants of L'glicli de- 
nounced Boris as tho author of the crime, 
though Boris strenuously denied any 
complicity in the death of tho young 
prince. 

Boris GodunofT continued to bo dictator 

and after tho death of Feodor, in ITiflS, he 
became tho Czar. Feodor was tho last 
direct representative of tho hcuso of 
Rurik, which governed Russia for 730 
years, under 50 sovereigns. 

Boris inado an excellent monarch, and 
under his rule the ))ower of Russia grow 
rapidly. But in 1003 his throne received 
a terrible shook. Suddenly a rumor 
spread like lire that Dimitri was not dead 
but living in Poland, and was making 
preparations to enter Russia. According 
to one version, a Polish magnate. Prince 
Adam Wisiiiowiocki, had in his house- 
hold a page whom ono day ho chastised, 
using an in.'iulting c[)ithet. " If yuti

itri entered Russia with a-fow thm, 
of bis f(jllowora, chiefly Poles-. Me "1*^'' 
with rapid success, many Ituasiana jv 
ing his expedition and the towns smrro. 
dering ono after the other. 

Tho lirst great battle botwoen tho forceai^ 
of Dimitri and Boris took place near 
Novgorod, when tho Russians were saved 
from a totiil defeat by Basnianoff, and a 
second conflict near Dwbriniclii, where 
Diniitri was routed by Shuiski. More 
than the battles however helped the pre- 
tender the sudden death of Boris Godun- 
oir, who in a fit of despair, after a ban- 
ipiet, put an end to his own existence by 
taking poison. 

The road to Moscow now stood open, 
though tho followers tif Boris proclaimed 
his son, Feodor. Dimitri appeared be- 
fore tho gates of Mo.scoiv and suuniioned 
the citizens to do him homage. Many 
prominent inhabit.ants assembled and in- 
duced the people to acknowledge Dimitri 
as their S'lvoreign. Feodor and his moth- 
er were dragged from the palace, impri- 
soned in a jirivate house, and murdered 
a few days later. Thus Diniitri had no 
longer any rival. 

That myatorioua person entered tho 
city in triumph to tho intenae joy of tho 
populace. Ilia first aet was to seo his 
mother, Maria, who identified him, on 
account of certain marks and scars, but 
it is said, she afterwards denied him. 
Diniitri was crowned with groat pomji 
and roceivod tho general homage of tho 
realm. Shortly afterward Marina, his 
bride entured Moscow, tho marriage core- 
moiiy took place, banquets- wore followed 
by baiiquots, and overyone was happy, as 
far as it goes. 

Had Dimitri been prudent, ho would 
pndjahly have died Czir of Russia, but 
lie coiiimiited a great mistaken. He held 
ill contempt the Greek religion, and lie 
treated his subjects with insolence. Ho 
ridiculed their customs and their super- 
stition, and ho openly preferred Polea to 
his own subjects. ThoRussiansjiassionato- 
ly attached to their religion and their cus- 
toms, grow thscontonted and denounced 
him as a heretic and as an impostor. On 
the 2!ltli of May, KJOO, a robollioii broke 
out, lieail-d by Priuco Vasili Shuiski. 
At t he ap])ointed moment the clamor of 
3,000 bells tilled the air and the whole 
jiopulaco of Moscow rose to arms. Ex- 
cited by tho fury of religious fanaticism, 
tho Russians poured down upon the Poles 
.'ind other foreigners, and massacred 
them. Diniitri was at that time in lii.s 
l-chamber for the revolution broke out 
in tho night. Ho opened a window and 
leaped down 30 feet, but broke his leg. 
The insurgents, intoxicated with slaugh- 
, triumphed over the fallen Czar, and 
denminced him as an impostor. Ho 
lenicd it to the last monieiit, professing 
to be the real Dimitri. He was slain and 
his corpse burned, but Marina was 
spared. 

Thus perished Dimitri, real or false, no 

no one knows to this day. Ho possessed 
many noble (pialitios, but through impru- 
dence lost his thr(jno and his life. It 
was not the time to reform Russia, and 
Diniitri was not Peter tho (ireat, to ac- 
complish what tho other, a century after- 
tvards, tried to accomplish. 

After the deith of Dimitri, tho nobles 
elected Vasili Shuiski for their czar, and 
ho began at once to carry on war against 
the Polea, A series of terrible battles 
was fought, but tho Poles led by tho gen- 
erals from the school of the groat Batory, 
were everywhoro victori(JUS, and at Klu- 
shino, near Moscow, the Czar biuiself was 
taken ])risoiier. Ho died afterwards in 
Warsaw. The boyars in deH[)air oli'ered 
the crown to Ladiblas, tho i,lde.it son of 
Sigisinund HI, king of Poland, under the 
condition that ho would accept tho Greek 
faith. Tho priiico accepted tho crown, 
but wag unwilling to change his religion. 
\ revolution broke out ai;ain, led by tho 
brave Miuin, a butcher of Nijiii-Novgozod, 
and by Prince Pozharski, a singular com- 
bination, and the Poles wore slowly 
driven out. A young boy of sixteen was 
put forward as a candidate for tho vacant 
throne and was elected on account of/hia 
relation on the fomalo aide with tho house 
of Rurik. The name of that boy was 
Michael Foodorovitach Roinanofl'. It 
must bo also menti(Jiied hero that tho 
Poles a[)[}eared again victoriiiu.i under 
the walls of Moscow, but linally [jeace 
was concluded greatly advantageous to 
Poland. 

Michael's reign was peaceful. Ho 
tried to promote the prosperity of his 

country and he succeeded. Peace with 
Swoeden and Poland gave respite to tho 
country and when he died in Kilo ho left 
Russia in a prosperous condition to his 
son Alexis. Tho second of tho Ronianofl's 
tried again to break tho barrier dividing 
his realys f roni Western Europe and of 
course be bad to encounter first his an- 
cient oiieinios tho Polea. 

Sigisniund Vasa, of Poland, lost two 
crowns thrcnigh bis bigotry, that (jf 
Sweden, of which ho was tho heir, and 
that of Russia for his son. Ladislns, his 
succosHor, reigned in Poland gloriously, 
bub under hia brother John Casimir 
(l(i-18-l()(i8), it aooniod that tho rciiublic 
would fall under the blows of her enu- 



mies. Simultaneously assaulted by tho 
Cossacks who revolted against Polish 
rule by Alexis of Russia, the mighty Car- 
oluu GustavLis of Sweden, tho great elec- 
tor of Braiidoburg, George Rakoezy of 
Transylvania, and tho Tartars, Poland 
was on tho brink of ruin. It was a terri- 
ble period for the republic, her oities tak- 
en, her king a fugitive. But the valor of 
tho nation saved tho country from uttor 
destruction. The heroic dofonso of a 
small fortress and a monastery, Czonato- 
cliowa, raised tho spirit of the iieople, a 
confederacy for defense was formed, and 
tho brilliant victories of Stefan Czarniecki 
forced the enemies to evacuate the ct/Un- 
try. Peace was conquered, buc at groat 
sacrilices. Aloxis of Russia, thougli ho 
could not force his way towards Western 
Euroi.ie added largely to his domini'',^g, 
Rus-iia obtained tho ackuo'v^udfemont of 
her authority ovoi' t'.io Diiieper'Coasacks, 
besiilea Smolensk, Soveria and Ischerni- 
goff ; Livonia was ceded to Sweden, and 
Ducal Pruaaia to Brandoburg. Poland 
was half a desert. 

It sceiiicd that this terrible lesson 
Would force tlie Polish nobles to amend 
the constitution of the republic and pro- 
vide f(jr tho more stable form of govern- 
nient, but it was not to bo so. Tho no- 
bility, more jealous than ever of their 
privileges, would do ii.ithing to strength- 
en the royal power. .John Casimir, de- 
spairing of the future of his country, ab- 
dicated and retired to France, and 
Michael Wisniowiecki was elected king. 

It was during this reign that the n-oblo 
Ji-Abn ,^"';'0''iki distinguished himself' by 
some of '"ost extraordinary military 
achieveiOMnth that the history nf Europe 
can show. Thli>' illustrious champion of 
Chriatendoiiv, with ^'ery inferior forces 
saved more than once iiPt only Poland, 
but Europe from the OttomaiJ invasion, 
'o vanquished the Turks, Tartaru and 
thb Cossacks in KiO.o, 1(;(;7 and 1073, and 
in tl ^ following year, on tho throno be- 
coming '' ^'"^''"t. be was elected King. 
His mil ''^'*'">' 1""''tios were of such high 
order th;. ""'^'5- ^'''th 10,000 Polos, ho 
succesefcrli ^ withstood 150,000 Turks led 
by the Fa.'ll. Damascus, a inan of 

high military His victory of Cho- 

cini, when l. 'o completely defeated 
80,000 Turki'a/j veterans, strongly en- 
trenched, is regsiv ^'^'^ tho greatest vic- 
tory achieved by itJi^ Christian arms since 
tho battle of Ascakvn. But hia greatest 
.fame rests with the ^ ictory of Vienna, 
beleagured by 300,000. ^^li Christendom 
looked on with apprchi'nsion, for it 
seemed that Europe won. 'd bo over- 
wholmcd by the immense ton 'cut of fan- 
atical warriors. In this awful crisis So- 
bieaki, with a handful of Poles, ctr.'.'o to 
the rescue, and joined by Charles of 
Lorraine, with several Gorman contin- 
gents, he boldly attacked the immense 
host and routed tho Turks. From this 
glorious day tho tide of tho Ottoman 
])0',ver retreated; from the walls of 
Vienna it shrank back, affrighted and 
forovor. 

Thus Sobieaki had saved Austria, 
which, not quite 100 years later, parti- 
cipated in the greatest of all crimes — in 
the infamous partition of Poland. Ho 
saved a foreign country, ho could not 
save his own. He brought forward 
many projects of reform, but tho nobility 
would not listen to his advice. The diet 
had ill every way opposed hia views and 
d«!airea, and had even dared to brand tho 
hero as a tyrant and despot, desiring to 
destroy the liberties of his country and 
perpetuate the sovereignty in his own 
family. 

Sobieski died in KiOli, and with him 
departed tho glory of Poland. Through 
the insane abuse of privileges and 
jealousy of the nobility, Poland declined 
from her former splendor, while Russia 
less civilized, but ruled with iron hand 
by tho aristocratic czars, emerged from 
darkness and became tho great power. 

Alexis, who added largely to Russia's 
dominions, was succeeded by his son, 
Feodor, who left two young brcjthers, 
Ivan and Peter. Tho second ono was 
that intellectual barbarian, sumamed the 
Great, under whose rule Russia took 
first place among the nations of Europe.

Some Beautiful Costunics— What Hats 
Will be Fashionable Next Month 
—Dainty Cloaks. 



The whims of fashion are over varying; 
that which pleased ono soascui is alto- 
gether given up the nest. -Patterns em- 
broidered by machine were all . the rage 
through the autumn and winter, and 
now we see nothing but stripes or'streaks; 
when the material ia self-colored, stripes 
are stimulated by embroidery, galloon, or 
paaaiiinenterie upon some portion at least 
of the drosa. 

Tho new silks for spring dresses aro 
either very finely ribbed or else plain or 
shot, but with streaks of some bright 
color at wide intervals. French inairc 
also a[)pears with fine satin streaks. lu 
white this niakea up beautiful bridal 
dressoa. Thinner silks are finely striped 
in two shades of color. This is charmiiiL; 
for young ladies' dresses. 

Among fancy woolen materials the 
first to mention is creponette, a very 
[iretty light woolen fabric, with the 
somewhat r(uigh surface of woolen crape. 
This is plain or stripped, 111 all tho new 
shades of Turkish tobacco, Ilussian 
leather, abainthe-gr-'en, oloud-gray, 
aiiemoiK!, and coat-of-ioail blue. 

Dresses are long-waisi eil, slcirts scant 
anil slightly trained. Youog ladies, aiar- 
ried and unmarried, generally prefer the 
round-waisted bodice, with sash or bolt. 
I^Iatrons wear the bodice with deep plain 
basques. Embroidery and passementerie 
aro favorite but expensive trimmings; 
they aro by no means imperative, how- 
ever, and a great many clresses aro made 
cpiite plain, with only the addition of 
ribbons. These are used in profusion, 
especially on young ladies' dresses. 

Ono narrow flounce or frilling is fre- 
quently put on round tho foot of tho 
skirt, lu elegant toilcta it ia lieadou 
with a border of embroidery or braiding. 
Sometimes tho llounco ia exchanged for a 
pulling put on with a double heading. 
Pinked out ruoKeS !we also very fashion- 
able, 

.-V lU'otty spring dresa ia of cr«poiiettc, 
striped in iwo shiules of cloud-grey, 
with line biroaka of shrimp-pink, very 
wide iipiirt. Tho skirt, made in t';,^. 
fourreau shaiie, fluted at the b^.^k, ia 
trimmed round the fuot with ft pulling of 
shrimp-pink Bilk, put on Wi'ch a double 
heading. The bodice h pluin all but the 
front, which is linly p'eateti and slii;htly 
peaked. A rnciie of junked out shrimi)- 
]iink silk goes r-jund the neck at tho 
back, and comes down on each aide of 
the [ilcalcd part cjf the front, to tho point 
of the waist, where it ia finished with a 
bow. The sleeves aro full at tho top, and 
perfectly clinging in tho lower part. 



double 'pufBng, divided by two rows of 
gatherings, aie finished into mitton- 
aloeves, covered -with' black guipure to 
match the yoke. i 

Ribbed cropon, which is not crapo at 
all, but a light woollen fabric, finely rib- 
bod and raLlier rough locking, is very 
fashionable, also Russian sorgette, a pret- 
ty fancy woollen fabric, finely streaked 
with silk, and which has nothing Russiao 
abotit it, and ia only called so ou account 
of the enthusiasm for anything Russian 
which rages in Paris just now. Thia ser- 
yetto is especially pretty and ladylike in 
nione-chronie, with only the difference of 
eflect between tho silk and woollen tex- 
ture. Tho favorite tints aro silver-gray, 
anemone, dahlia, Turkish-tobacco, and 
absinthe (a soft dull sort of green). When 
the material of a dress is self-colored, 
stripes are often simulated upon it by 
double or treble rows of beads, jet or 
stool, or both combined, worked all over 
the skirt front and the upper part of the 
budice and sleeves.

For new sprinir mantles, the collet or 
short cape is still a very favorite model, 
and has uudergcuie various modilications. 

The most elegant stylo of collet is made 
of faille or iioult-de-soie, either, black, 
L'ray, or very dark blue, beit;o, or 'brown. 
It is made without a aeparato slioulder- 
pieco, l)ul pleated round the neck in flat 
[jleats, stitched on each aide only as far 
down aa the shoulders; there the pleats 
oi)eii so as to give the fulness refiuired to 
the mantlo, which fastens in front with 
invisible hooka and eyes; it is boi.ahed 
with a torsade of ribbon, f(jrmin'_; a sort 
of ruche round the neck. The side- 
jiieces are fully ple;iled on tho shoulders, 
falling loose over the anna. The edye ia 
trimmed with braid .or embroidery, and 
sometimes liiiished with lace. 

Another style of oollot consists of a 
double eape, the under one of silk, the 
ui)por one of black guipure lace, finished 
with a full ruche round' tho neck; it is 
more auitable tluni the former model for 
a niarrieil lady. It is also very pretty 
luid more dressy of bull" or light beige 
silk with tho upper capo of lace to match. 

The cloth C(jllet, the former of the two 
models above described, with stitched 
pleats at tho top, is idso made of thin 
French cloth in light shades of liussian 
gray, putty, and terry-cot ta, w-ith a light 
braided border, or several njws of galloon 
round the edge.

Otherwise, tho dross is )ierfectly plain, 
only just draped a littlu about the waist. 
Tho full cashmere sleeves are slit open 
on the outside to show an uiider-sleove of 
black lace, and are finished with a full 
lace ruching. 



Here aro tho lovely spring costumes for 
young ladies that I noticed in a Govern- 
ment street store during tho past week : — 

One is of finely striped gray and pink 
creponette, and the J^aine material in 
plain jiink.

'J'lie 
bodice lias the fronts pleated slantwaya 
and crossed over, fastened witJi invisible 
hoiiks. From under tho ;irms to ihe 
waist, strips of blue rildjiiti abiait I ', iiu^h 
wide are fastened (lU each side into the 
aide-seams and jniiied in the middle, 
fiirming a small bow.

A simple stylo of triminiiig for plain 
dresses, of cashmere or fancy woidlen 
iiia'eiial, consists of a number of circles 
i.f fine braid put on over a space of about 
half a }'ard in dejjtli round the foot of the 
slciit. Tlie iilea is eliililish in its simpli- 
cily, but the effect is remarkably good, 
especially when the ■ trimming is of fine 
black, or dark colored silk soutache. 

Lace trimmings aro rapidly taking the 
place of the fur and feather triniiiiings of 
the winter. J?lack guii)ure is more ea- 
(jecially employed for trimming indoor 
di t'sses. 

L lulur-sUirts of silk or cashmore must 
1)0 cut in exactly the same stylo as the 

dress-skirt — that is, tho front and side 
perfectly plain, at the back one width 
fully pleated at tho top, and forniint,' a 
ani dl train. Black ribbed silk, or benga- 
line trimmed with black silk, is an ole- 
irant and useful style of uiuler-akirt. 
Uray and blue, or gray and rod shot silk, 
ia very pretty for under-skirts to be worn 
with dres.sy s|iring toileta. A pinked out 
llounco is stillicient trimming. 

A simpler style of akirt is of white and 
[link, palo blue, ttv imiuve casliinero llau- 
nel, trimmed with white thread lace, or 
scalloped out round the edge, and worked 
in buttonhole-stitch with fine wool to 
match the colored stripes. 

A hoinc-dross striped absintho-colorod 
Russian sorgette is trimiiiiHl, aa above de- 
scribed, with tv.-eiity-livo i-ows of dark 
green silk liraid.
